Nothing new has been brought to light 
by the investigation of the police and they 
have no clew as to the whereabouts of his 
pals.. A. J. Sargent Of this city has identi- 
fied the dead footpad as a man he knew in 
Sah Luis Obispo about a year ago. He was 
employed as a "bouncer" in a saloon fre- 
quented by the men working on the rail- 
road in that vicinity, and was known as 
Jock the Thumper." His reputation in 
fe to i San Luis Obispo was bad and he was ar- 
rar.d rested several times for battery. Sargent 
says he has not the least doubt that the 
San Luis Obispo bouncer and the dead 
footpad are one and the same person, : 

The footpad was one of a gang who have 
been engaged in similar criminal exploits 
in this city for more than a week past. On 
the night of March 23 H. W. Edwards, the 
vice-president of the Union Savings Bank, 
was on his way home to 694 South Second 
street and had almost reached his resi- 
dence, when he was suddenly, in the 
shadow of a tree, confronted by two men. 
While holding pistols upon him they com- 
pelled Mr. Edwards to give up the contents 
of one pocket, $88 in silver. One of the 
robbers made a grab for his watch, but 
when he made a remonstrance the watch 
was put back in its owner's pocket again. 
A search was not made of his person and 
Mr; Edwards was fortunate not only in re- 
taining his watch, but also about $30 in 
money that was in another pocket. The 
victim acted very good natured during the 
operation, and after telling him that he 
might pass on the robbers seemed inclined 
to apologize for their actions. They said 
they could not get work and had not been 
able to get anything by begging, so they 
had been compelled to steal or starve. 
They then walked slowly away. The mat- 
ter was not reported to the police at the 
time. Shortly before this hold-up the foot- 
pads had been seen skulking around Dy F. 
S. Campbell. He identified the dead foot- 
pad as the leader of the two men who did 
the holdup over a week ago.

If they now hesitate or decline to do that much it would 
appear to indicate that a great deal of their talk in the past has 
not been entirely sincere. I have no doubt that the CALL'S sugges- 
tion will bring forth a hearty response. It may be that, for pru- 
dential reasons, some of the people who live in those valleys may 
hesitate at present to have their names made public, but the CALL'S 
plan deals with that view of the case and meets any objection that 
might be offered on that account. People have been talking about how 
much they needed a competing road for a long time. Now they have a 
chance to lay what kind of support they would give it if it were con- 
structed. If they do not avail themselves of that opportunity and 
the promoters of the present undertaking should become discouraged 
and give up the enterprise, the people would, have only themselves to 
blame for the failure of the proposition. From what I have heard I 
have no doubt the road will be built without this assurance being 
given, but it would be a substantial encouragement to the projectors 
of the new enterprise if they receive in advance assurances of 
friendship and support.

They Wilt Consider a Proposed Change 
of the Totrnship Line. . 

RKDWOOD CITY, Cal.. April 1.— At a 
meeting of the County Board of Supervis- 
ors to-day P. F. Canavan of Colma applied 
for a license to sell pools on foreign races, 
the cost of license not to exceed $300 per 
month.

BREAK AT SAN QUENTIN. 



Murderer George Bullock Tries 
to Escape From the 
Penitentiary. 



He Was Caught on the Roof 
Surrendered to Captain 
White.

SAN QUENTIN, Cai... April I.-tA skill- 
ful but unsuccessful attempt to escape from 
San Quentin Prison was made about 2 
o'clock this morning. George Bullock, 
Serving a life sentence for murder, from 
Santa C.nz, attempted to escape by cutting 
through the top of his cell. He succeeded 
in getting through and on to the roof, his 
cell being on the upper tier on third floor 
of the cell building. On Sundays the con- 
victs are locked up at 3 p. m. Bullock im- 
mediately began work on going to his cell 
and worked for six hours, making the open- 
ing by which he went through and on to 
the roof at 2 o'clock a. m. He had provided 
himself with a rope of sufficient length to 
throw over the wall, which is distant about 
twenty-five feet from the cell building, and 
had made a grappling hook to catch and 
prevent it from slipping. He was discov- 
ered by Guard Grady, who immediately 
notified Captain White, who is in charge 
of the second watch going on duty at 12 
o'clock midnight. Captain White imme- 
diately went on to the roof and Bnllock 
surrendered, saying, "All right, I give up." 
Bullock is the person who shot through a 
window and killed a man early in 1893 
near Boulder Creek, Santa Criu County.

Indorsement of the Plan by the Pro- 
gressive Citizens of the 
Garden City. 



BAN J08E,Cal., April 1.— Santa Clara 
County gives welcome to the boulevard 
project. It has not yet been popularly 
discussed much, for the reason that the 
people of San Jose and the county gener- 
ally have been so keenly absorbed In the 
valley railroad enterprise. The enthusiasm 
for the competing road and the anticipa- 
tions of a consequent new prosperity are 
as great here as at Stockton, and when the 
boulevard idea came along in the midst of 
all this railroad hubbub the public-spirited 
people all said, "Yes, that's a grand thing 
and we want It," and kept vigorously talk- 
ing and working for the railroad. 

The citizens here who lead popular sen- 
timent in public enterprises and work for 
them, and the progressive part of the 
community, which is large in Santa Clara 
County, are all enthusiastically in favor of 
the proposed boulevard. There appears to 
be every promise that when the projeet 
progresses a little further it will be not 
only taken up with enthusiasm here, but 
that the section of the splendid driveway 
that runs through Santa Clara County will 
be the finest part of it. But for the over- 
shadowing interest in the railroad it would 
now be a live Issue here. 

That Santa Clara County should take 
hold of such a magnificent enterprise is no 
more than is to be expected. Everybody 
here believes in fine roads, and is willing 
to pay for them. The county is proud of 
its roads, and has learned the value of 
them. Its roads are worthy of the rich 
and incomparable region through which 
they run. The Santa Clara Valley is as 
famous for its roads as for the vast garden 
they run through, and the beauty which 
nature has created here. They have been 
its best • advertisement, a great factor in 
its prosperity, and the reason for a great 
deal of its wealth and population. Tourists 
drive for miles in every direction, among 
the magnificent orchards, the flowers, the. 
lovely homes, the fruitful foothills and the 
grandeur of the mountains. Everywhere 
hey speed over finely macadamized high- 



ways; that are a delight in themselves and 
that make everything else seem lovelier. 

Some years ago the county spent nearly 
$100,000 on a fine driveway to Mount 
Hamilton, twenty-six miles from San Jose; 
and the investment has never been re- 
gretted. Thousands of people come here 
yearly to enjoy the grandest drives the 
world affords.). . 

The portion of the boulevard that is to 
extend throngh the Santa Clara Valley to 
San Jose would be one of the most delight- 
ful sketches of the driveway and would 
afford an enchanting change of scene. 
Through San Mateo County the splendid 
estates, beautiful towns, picturesque hills 
and canyons, the view of the bay, the oak 
groves, the great expanses Of green and 
the gentle airs would not grow monotonous 
for a moment, but many miles north of 
San Jose the surroundings would change. 
The Santa Cruz Mountains would rise still 
higher, with their redwoods in relief 
against the sky. The valley with its 
orchards and gardens and grainiiclds and 
the fertile, broken foothills would open to 
view. The magnificent estates and the 
pretty houses would still be passed, but the 
charming beauty and bounty of the won- 
derfully fruitful orchards of the Santa 
Clara Valley would stretch for miles in 
every direction. No section of the State 
would more please the stranger or better 
show California's bounty, and nothing 
would present that region to the world 
better than the boulevard that must be- 
come world-famous as soon as it is built. 

"A splendid proposition and a great 
thing for San Jose," says Paul P. Austin, 
the progressive Mayor of that city, who is 
just now working tooth-and-nail for the 
new railroad. He further says: 

As a business proposition it u-onH be a great 
thing for this whole region. It would bring a 
great many people here who never come now, 
and people who do come would come oftener. 
It would be a good business investment for 
San la Clara County to pay its share, and I 
would like, to see this county take hold of it 
and do its share to bring it about. 

A broad, sprinkled highway, running through 
a beautiful country, would be a popular and 
famous drive, and there would be an immense 
amount of travel on it between here and San 
Francisco. It would.be the finest drive on the 
Pacific Coast. It would do a great deal to build 
up a large suburban population, both in San 
Mateo and Santa Clara counties. 

The Mount Hamilton road illustrates what a 
good road will do. I have forgotten how many 
thousands visited the Lick Observatory last 
year, but the number was surprisingly large. 
With a poor road up the mountain only a frac- 
tion of that number would have made the trip. 
There is no question that good roads help 
greatly to populate, a country, and such a 
boulevard would be a big factor in. doing that 
work for the west side of the bay. Everybody 
I have heard mention it has spoken of it ap- 
provingly and I believe a majority of the 
people will favor it. It has not been taken up 
yet because everybody likely to push such an 
enterprise has been absorbed in the new rail- 
road enterprise 

The drive between here and Menlo Park is 
delightful now all the way, going on swell 
macadamized road, beneath spreading .oaks, 
past beautiful houses and rich orchards. The 
boulevard would be still more attractive and 
would be a tine road all the year round. 

W. C. Andrews. President of the Board 
of Trade, is one of the most active and in- 
fluential workers for everything in the 
line of progress and he indorses the boule- 
vard in this way: 

I am decidedly in favor of it. I enthuse over 
everything that will bring us to the front. It 



is a thing that I am sure the people of this 
county will take hold of, and would have done 
so before now if they had not been so intensely 
interested in the valley road. While it has 
not yet been widely discussed. I have heard 
many people speak of it, and all have favored 
it and would bond the county to get it. I 
talked the other day with a man who own as 
large amount of lau<l northwest of here and he 
said," I'm a boulevard man.' He was more in- 
terested in it than in the valley road, and de- 
clared that he would give the right of way 
through his property 

Sueh a grand driveway would build up the 
entire valley. There is no driving out of San 
Francisco now, and it would bring people 
down the bay constantly, and clear to San 
Jose, just as it would constantly take a great 
number of people north from here. 

Along the whole stretch of country between 
here and San Francisco there will, some day, 
be one villa after another and the boulevard 
would do more than anything else to bring that 
abont. Thousands of people have heard of 
San Jose because of the Lick Observatory and 
its famous drive. The boulevard would be 
more famous and people in the East would 
say to their friends bound for California: 
"Don't fail to take in the San Jose boulevard." 
We have the finest roads in America and I 
know the people here will favor so great and 
valuable an improvement as this. 

The value of fine raods to any attractive 
region and especially of such rare drive- 
ways as the boulevard would be and as 
the Mount Hamilton road is now, is 
slightly illustrated by the recent remarks 
of W. M. Hahn, seretary of the National 
Republican Committee and Insurance Com- 
missioner of Ohio, who visited San Jose 
and its valley a few days ago. He said : 

My wife and I enjoyed a trip to Mount Ham- 
ilton to-day and the opportunity we had to see 
the country made the trip quite a revelation 
to us. The trip over the fine grade with its 
multitudinous turns was a delightful one. A 
great advantage California has over Ohio is 
the splendid road system. It is not to be 
wondered at that San Jose is becoming famous 
for bicycle riding and racers. Such roads I 
never saw before anywhere. 

The boulevard was briefly discussed at a 
recent meeting of the Board of Trade and 
was generally favored. 

"There is no need," said C. M. Hatcher, 
"of neglecting this project because we are 
working for the valley railroad. We want 
everything good in sight, and this is too 
good to let go without an effort." 

"Not only will it be a great benefit to 
the residents along the line." said Uobert 
Summers, "but it will be a good thing for 
even-body living in the counties through 
which it passes." 

The board decided that it was too early 
for definite action, but the project is only 
slumbering here for a brief time. The ex- 
pressions of leading and progressive men 
everywhere show that the boulevard pro- 
ject will be taken up enthusiastically here 
when the time comes, and that there is 
every promise that Santa Clara County 
will cordially do its full share toward build- 
ing a splendid driveway between the 
Golden Gate and the Garden City.

TACOMA. Wash., April 1.— The funeral 
of Abraham Gross, who shot himself Satur- 
day morning, occurred to-day and was the 
laTgest ever held in the city. The Superior 
Court adjourned and business houses 
closed from 10 to 1 o'clock. The Jewish 
synagogue was crowded and the street 
filled for a block with people unable to 
gain admittance. In accordance with 
Jewish custom, Ellis Gross, the oldest 
brother, as head of the family, read the 
preliminary services. He was assisted by 
Rabbi Lincer and Rev. A. W. Martin. 
The procession was several blocks long.be- 
ing formed of carriages, two abreast. The 
City Council, city and county officials, a 
platoon of police and delegations of 
Masons, Shriners, Elks, Knights of 
Pythias, the Chamber of Commerce, Ta- 
coma Atnletic Club and the Hebrew 
Benevolent Society walked in the pro- 
cession. Honorary pall-bearers were 
chosen from these organizations, Con- 
gressman Doolittle being one of them. The 
Masons conducted services at the grave. 
The deceased had no insurance on his life 
as had been supposed. 

TROUBLE AMOXG IXDIAXS. 

An Uprising Against the Murderer of a 
Medicine Man. 

TACOMA, Wash., April L — George 
Eeschi, a cousin of Jim Bouchett, the 
Nisqually Indian medicine man who was 
murdered three weeks ago, has been 
haranguing the Nisqually tribe, and says 
that forty of them will march this week to 
the Muckle-Shoot Reservation, and de- 
mand a big indemnity of the relatives and 
tribesmen of Jerry Dominic, who killed 
Bouchett because he failed to cure Dom- 
inic's children. If the indemnity is not 
paid Dominic and his relatives will be 
liable, according to Indian custom, to be 
killed at any time. 



THE STEAMER WASCO DISABLED. 

After Drifting Helplessly About She Was 
Rescued by a Tug. 

TACOMA, Wash., April 1.— The steamer 
Wasco was disabled and went adrift off 
Browns Point at 11 o'clock this morning. 
A steam pipe connected with the furnace 
gave way and the escaping, steam put out 
the steamer's fires. She was left helpless 
with a strong southwestern breeze blow- 
ing. She was kept upright until she 
drifted near the shore. Two anchors were 
then let go. The passengers and two men 
rowed to Tacoma and secured the tug Fav- 
orite, which towed her into port. For a 
time the passengers were badly frightened. 


WRECK AT CUTLERS HARBOR. 

The Sloop Liberty Went Ashore, but Xo 
Lircs Were lMSt. 

SAN MIGUEL ISLAND, March 30, via 
Santa Barbara, Cal., April 1.— The sloop 
Liberty went ashore on the south beach of 
Cuylers Harbor last night. A high gale 
was blowing and there was a heavy sea in 
the harbor, causing her to foul and drag 
her anchor. No lives were lost, but the 
sloop is a total wreck. The Liberty was 
formerly registered at Wilmington and ran 
in and out of San Pedro harbor. Five 
years ago she became the property of 
Captain W. G. Waters, the owner of San 
Miguel Island, and has since been used as a 
freight boat, plying back and forth between 
the island and the mainland. She was a 
stanch little craft, a splendid sea boat, but 
framed for strength and safety rather than 
speed.

Detectives Are Follow- 
ing the Murderers 
of Bogard. 



THERE WAS A THIRD MAN 



An Observant Passenger Tells 
How the Officer Was Shot 
in the Back. 



WATCHING THE HAGGIN GRANT. 



The Murderer Believed to Be Hid- 
ing There— Excitement In 
Grldley. 



SACRAMENTO, CaL, April l.-The de- 
tectives have not yet relaxed in their 
efforts to find the partners of the train- 
robber killed by Sheriff Bogard last Satur- 
day morning, for it is now believed that 
three men were concerned in the affair. 
The belief is founded on the statement of 
a passenger, who says that, immediately 
after Bogard shot the tall robber he was 
shot from behind by a third man who 
entered the car behind Bogard just as 
Bogard was taking aim. This statement 
is corroborated by the physician who per- 
formed the autopsy and who found that 
the Sheriff had been shot in the back di- 
rectly from behind, and that it was a phys- 
ical impossibility for him to have been 
shot from any other position. 

The examination of the dead Sheriff's 
pistol shows that only one shot had been 
fireij, out of it. The passenger who saw the 
third man says thut the shot fired by the 
Sheriff and the shot which killed him 
were in quick succession— not more than a 
quarter of a second intervening. 

The town of Gridley is excited over the 
news thatat midnight last night a man 
rode on a bicycle through that town at 
the top of his speed. The detectives were 
notified and started in pursuit, but they 
had not succeeded in catching him at the 
time of the writing of this article, for a 
man on a bicycle on a good road can run 
away from a racehorse in a long-distance 
contest with a mile or two start. 

The Haggin Grant, otherwise known as 
El Rancho del Paso, is now being watched 
by a corps of detectives, they having traced 
thither the murderer of Sheriff Bogard. 
This is a large ranch to watch, for one 
must travel by road twelve miles before he 
can pass through h. It contains about 100 
square miles and in places is very brushy. 
It lies between the American and Sacra- 
mento rivers and is well watered by sev- 
eral small streams, A fugitive could sub- 
sist there a long time by killing stock. 

The fence-riders and cowboys employed 
on the grant cannot and do not penetrate 
the brush, and a man could live there for 
years without being seen, and without 
seeing a single human being, the only 
human occupants of the ranch being a 
few vegetable-gardeners and hop-raisers.on 
the American River bottom lands, and the 
ranch employer who live in a hamlet in 
the bottom about eleven miles from this 
city. -", i 

The suspicion that the Wheatland rob- 
bers are the same who attempted to rob a 
train near Ben Ali about a month ago Is 
now almost a certainty, and it is for that 
reason, chiefly, that the detectives are 
keeping such a strict watch over the Hag- 
gin Grant. 

Shortly after the Ben Ali hold-up the de. 
tectives learned that a tramp had seen two 
men digging a hole at the foot of an old 
oak tree, and that when they caught sight 
of the tramp one of them threw a coat over 
the hole and covered it. This was on the 
day of the hold-up and a few hours before 
that occurrence. 

Acting upon this information the de- 
tectives visited the locality indicated, and 
after digging about eight inches down dis- 
covered a board. Lifting the board they 
found under it an empty five-gallon coal- 
oil can. 

The can had been placed there, it is 
thought, either for the reception of dyna- 
mite or of money. It was the robbers' 
intention, no doubt, to deposit their 
plunder there, the can being fixed in the 
hole beforehand in order to save time, and 
take it away at their leisure after the affair 
had time to blow over. 

OROVILLE, Cal., April 1.— Special Offl- 
cer W. M. Ahem, accompanied by several 
local officers, arrived here this morning 
from Gridley, following the supposed trail 
of Robber Johnson, who murdered Sheriff 
Bogard of Tehama. A bicycle rider was 
seen at Gridley at midnight headed this 
way. A farmer, living about four miles 
from here, says his dogs made considerable 
noise about 4 o'clock this morning, but he 
could see no one. They lost the trail close 
to town. 

Sheriff Wilson made inquiry, but could 
not learn of anyone living here having 
been to Gridley on a bicycle. Johnson is 
supposed to be in hiding near here. The 
officers went out on the different roads to- 
day, but could find no further track. Mc- 
Guireand Williams were here about a week 
ago representing themselves as bicycle 
agents and rented a store. 

They registered at the Tnion Hotel as J. 
Williams of Marysville and S. Brownis of 
San Francisco. They left here Tuesday, 
stating they were going after stock. 

MEXICO, Mo., April 1.— A telegram 
| from San Francisco reported that the 
parents of the men who held up the Ore- 
gon express, which resulted in the death 
of Sheriff Bogard and one of ths robbers, 
lived in this city and that the outlaws 
were known there as the McGuires. In- 
vestigation shows that no such families 
ever lived in this city.

Bailey, Deputy County Assessor, and his 
companion, J. B. Brackett, who were sup- 
posed to be lost on the desert between 
Yuma and Campo, are safe and sound. 
Their horses arrived at Banner about ten 
days before In an. almost famished con- 
dition, and there being no trace of the 
men nor wagon they were bel ieved to have 
met with disaster. Th" horses had escaped, 
but the men were fortunate in securing 
two mules, and soon afterward reached 
Coyote Wells.

MEN WHO WILL BE SELECTED. 



This Government De9ires to Em- 
phasize Its Concern In the 
Nicaragua Project. 



WASHINGTON, D. C, April l.-It is 
stated to the Call correspondent that at 
last Friday's Cabinet meeting it was prac- 
tically decided to send a surveying party at 
once to make a survey of the Nicaragua 
ranal route. The board will be sent to 
Greytown on an American war vessel as 
soon as possible. 

The visit of Warner Miller and others 
from New York last week had much to do 
with this determination of President 
Cleveland and his Cabinet. The survey is, 
of course, of first consideration, but it is 
said that this Government was actuated by 
a desire to emphasize the concern it feels 
in the canal project and serve notice early 
that it is to be distinctly an American 
enterprise by thus pre-empting its claim. 

At the Cabinet meeting Secretaries Her- 
bert and Lamont were directed to desig- 
nate an engineer officer from the navy and 
army respectively and, as heretofore tele- 
graphed, there is every reason to believe 
that Secretary Lamont will assign Colonel 
William f. Craighill, now in charge of 
Virginia and Maryland engineering work. 

Colonel Craighill is well known on the 
Pacific Coa.st, having been a member of 
two engineering boards under special acts 
of Congress. He was a member of the 
board appointed to inspect and report on 
the San Diego breakwater, and also the 
Cascades work. 

Secretary Herbert will choose Engineer 
M. T. Endicott, lieutenant-commander, U. 
S. N. Colonel Montgomery of Birming- 
ham may be the civilian member of the 
board to be selected by the President. The 
United States steamer Montgomery will 
carry them to Greytown, and if the board 
is appointed this week, as expected, they 
will arrive there about the middle of this 
month. Engineer Menocal of the navy, 
who is familiar with the canal route, hav- 
ing made one survey, will accompany the 
board in an advisory capacity. 

Warner Miller and others of the Mari- 
time Canal Company have agreed to put 
men at work immediately in clearing away 
underbrush, etc., so as to make the work 
of survcv easier for the board. 



INVITATION TO CLEVELAND, 



Chicagoans Anxious to Have 
the President Visit the 
Lake City. 



Troops, a case in admiralty from the Cir- 
cuit Court of the Southern District of New 
York, involving the question whether the 
destruction of property on a vessel by 
municipal authorities in case of fire inter- 
fere* with the collection of the damages 
under the law of general average. In the 
present case the bark J. V. Paricer was 
anchored in the port of Calcutta when fire 
broke out in the vessel in the absence of 
the master. The municipal authorities 
took charge of the fire, and scuttled the 
Vessel in the face of the protest of the mas- 
ter, who recommended the application of 
more water after he arrived on the scene. 
Justice Gray said in effect the master of 
the vessel was, under maritime law, the 
judge of what was to be done in snch emer- 
gencies, and that when the municipal 
authorities interfere, they, by this action, 
make a sacrifice of property compulsory 
and not voluntary, and thereby the case is 
removed from the domain of maritime law 
and from the action of the law of general 
average. The decree of the court below 
was reversed and the claim for general 
average disallowed. 
Justices Brown and Harlan dissented.

WASHINGTON, D. C, April l.-The 
monthly statement ef the receipts and ex- 
penditures of the Treasury during the 
month of March show receipts from all 
sources amounting to |25,470,5U5 and 
expenditures amounting to 925,7 : 1A,97A, 
leaving a deficit for the month of $246,376, 
and for the nine mouths of the first calen- 
dar year $36,542,1">3.

Highly Gratified, but He Gives No 
Assurances of Making the 
Trip. 

WASHINGTON, D. C, April l.-The 
President this morning received a delega- 
tion of Chicagoans in behalf of the leading 
citizens of Chicago, irrespective of party 
affiliations, to invite him to a public re- 
ception to himself and Mrs. Cleveland as 
an expression of appreciation of his stead- 
fast Insistence on the preservation of a 
sound national currency. The members of 
the delegation are: William T. Baker, 
president of the Chicago Board of Trade; 
George W. Smith, ex-president of the 
Union League Club; John A. Roche; ex- 
Mayor Harvey, ex-president of the Com- 
mercial Club, and David Willey and Henry 
O. Robins. The President expressed crati- 
fication, but gave no assurance of his ac- 
ceptance, saying his duties might require 
his presence in Washington some time. 

The invitation is beautifully engrossed 
on fine cards, the several pages of which, 
containing the invitation and signatures, 
are bound in book form, the lining of 
which is in white satin, the exterior being 
in blue levant beautifully ornamented 
with tooling in gold. As spokesman for 
the delegation, Mr. Roberts described their 
reception as follows: 

"We were received very pleasantly and 
explained to the President the non-parti- 
san character of the invitation. We also 
told him that the business men of Chicago 
heartily indorsed the movement. While 
it was intended as a personal compliment 
to him, it had a still farther motive in 
view — the development of an aggressive 
sound money sentiment throughout the 
West. The President said that he person- 
ally appreciated fully the indorsement ex- 
hibited by the invitation and realized the 
importance of the movement in favor of 
sound money, which he approved, and 
that he would take the matter under con- 
sideration, and would communicate with 
us by letter— that if he could not consider 
the invitation favorably, it would be be- 
cause of personal and official reasons which 
he could not see his way to overcome." 

THAT POSTOFFICE SITE. 

Army Engineer* Will Xext Examine the 
Celebrated Lot. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 1.— Inquiry 
was made at the War and Treasury depart- 
ments to-day concerning the examination 
of the Pan Francisco postoffice lot by a 
board of engineers. Chief of Engineers 
Casey said that the Secretary of War had 
requested him to designate two army en- 
gineers for that work, and that having 
named Colonel Mendell and Colonel Ben- 
yaurd the matter .had now passed out of 
his hands, and that the names having been 
sent to Secretary Carlisle by Secretary La- 
mont it now rested with the supervising 
architect to consult with these engineers 
and advise them when to proceed. The 
supervising architect was unable to say 
when the work of examination will com- 
mence, as there is certain data that must 
be furnished the engineers preliminary to 
their borings. They must .be given the 
estimated weight of the building per foot, 
and this will necessarily take some time.

WASHINGTON, D. C, April l.-Tbe in- 
vestigation into the sanity of Oliver Good- 
ing, the dangerous crank of Guiteau type, 
who had threatened President Cleveland, 
was held at the City Hall to-day by Mar- 
shal Wilson and a jury. Correspondents 
of St. Louis papers testified that they had 
known Gooding in Missouri, and that ho 
had been a Police Commissioner in St. 
Louis. He was an educated man and 
prominent in politics. Upon one occasion 
he went into the Missouri Legislature Car- 
rying two pistols loaded with ground 
glass. Correspondent Stephens testified 
that he laid the pistols on his desk and an- 
nounced that he intended to make a 
speech or know the reason why, and that 
the legislators gave him unanimous con- 
sent. 

I'rtective Mattingly of Washington says 
he has shadowed the man for the past two 
years, as he believed he might, on fancied 
provocation or impulse, commit violence. 
He was possessed of the delusion that he 
had rendered valuable services to President 
Cleveland in the campaign of 1884, and 
that the President was ungrateful in not 
having given hira a suitable reward. He 
declares that the President had failed to 
fulfill his promise to make him a Briga- 
dier-General. 

It was developed by the testimony to- 
day that Gooding has written two books, 
vrhich are tirades against President Cleve- 
land, whom he believed to be an arch-con- 
spirator, associated aritb others for t.. 
purpose of destroying him. Gooding be- 
lieved that the President was trying to 
have him murdered. 

Dr. Godding said he regarded Gooding 
as a second Guiteau. He was declared in- 
sane and when Marshal Wilson and depu- 
ties tried to put him under arrest to-night, 
he fought desperately, and it required the 
efforts of three or four men to overpower 
him and take him to St. Elizabeth Insane 
Hospital. _

WASHINGTON, D. C— The Director of 
the Mint to-day declared the value of 
foreign coins. The average price of silver 
during the quarter ended January 1, 1895, 
was .62937 cents per ounce, and during the 
quarter ended March 31 it was 61 cents per 
ouuee.

NEW YORK, N. T., April 1. — The 
World this morning says: Thomas A. Edi- 
son aha his'phonograph are going to join 
hands once more, and the Wizard of 
Menlo Park promises improvements and 
novelties which will astonish. the public. 

The phonograph has been controlled by 
the North American Phonograph Com- 
pany, which went into the hands of Re- 
ceiver John U. Hardin last Angust. The 
company was capitalized at $6,000,000 in 
1888, and James H. Lippincott, the pro- 
moter, went insane when he found it was 
a fizzle. The receiver has advertised for 
bids for the entire assets, and Mr. Edison's 
offer of $120,100 has been accepted. The 
acceptance of the bid must be sanctioned 
by the Chancellor of New Jersey. A circu- 
lar has been sent by Receiver Hardin to 
the creditors and stockholders of the 
bankrupt company, stating that on 
Monday, April 8, he will request 
direction from the court to convey the 
property to Mr. Edison. Mr. Edison said 
last night: 

"The company has one asset which I 
am willing to pay a high price for— that is 
a claim on all my future inventions and 
improvements of the phonograph. I do 
not care to have any one else have a lien 
on my brains, so I made a bid which 
proved higher than all others. I shall 
manufacture the phonographs myself now 
and expect to keep all the promises I made 
when I first introduced them. 

"I am going in for households instead of 
the nickcl-in-thc-slot machines, and in a 
short time expect to produce an entire 
opera or a complete novel on a cylinder. 
It will cost a good deal, but it will pay me. 
I suppose it will cost me $2000 to have the 
opera of 'Norma' sung to the machine, 
but I can reproduce that on almost as 
many cylinders as I please. I think I can 
afford to pay Du Maurier more than the 
Harpers and newspapers have, so that any 
gentleman can have 'Trilby' read to him 
in his parlor in the course of an evening. 
I shall manufacture the perfected phono- 
graph individually." 

Then the reporter asked the question 
that the Wizard always expects to hear 
from newspaper men, "What is the latest?" 

"Nothing at all," returned Mr. Edison 
smiling, "except the kinetophone, the 
combination of the kinetoscope and prono- 
grapb. I am going to reproduce the mo- 
tions and words of life-size speaking fig- 
ures. I've already got the speaking and 
moving figure up to half life-size. I've 
paid more attention lately to my mine 
than anything else. Very soon now I'll 
get to work in the laboratory again." 



If England Pushes Her Demands 
Uncle Sam Will Have to 
Act Forcibly. 



WASHINGTON, D. C, April l.-The 
Secretary of State is very much concerned 
these days by the Venezuelan problem. 
The British ultimatum delivered to Nic- 
aragua is not a source of political appre- 
hension, for it is not now believed that the 
British will take action in the way of ac- 
quiring territory in that direction or to 
jeopardize the property of Americans in 
Nicaragua by a bombardment in their ef- 
forts to collect the indemnity demanded 
from Nicaragua. These are the two moves 
that might cause the United States to in- 
terfere. But in the case of the Venezuelan 
border dispute there is much grave cause 
for apprehension. It appears that our 
Embassador, Mr. Bayard, has not suc- 
ceeded in inducing the British Govern- 
ment to give heed to the request submitted 
by him at the direction of Congress that 
the boundary dispute be submitted to arbi- 
tration. 

The British are profuse in their declara- 
tion of a willingness to arbitrate the title 
of the land west of the Schoomberg line, 
but in the view of the State Department 
this is a pure evasion of the real issue, for 
there never has been any reasonable asser- 
tion of a British right to this territory, and 
it is territory lying east of this line that 
forms the substance of the contention. 
The situation is believed to "be alarming, 
as armed bodies of British and Venezuelans 
are pressing each other closely in the dis- 
puted territory and there may be a hostile 
clash at any moment. 

The administration has been considering 
the course to be pursued in such case, and 
it is entirely probable that if the British 
persist in bringing about such a collision 
and fail to hear the repeated warnings 
and requests of the United States to sub- 
mit the matter to arbitration, then the 
United States will feel obliged to follow the 
moral aid it has given to Venezuela in this 
matter by more substantial assistance.

DIED EAR FR OM SOME. 

Hit Body of E. Rood of Omaha Discovered 
in Beaver Creek. 

ASTORIA, April l.-Charles Thomas 
and Charles Hannigan of Cathlamet, in 
going up Beaver Creek about eight miles 
from Cathlamet, Wash., yesterday, discov- 
ered the body of a man standing in the 
creek, leaning against a tree on the bank. 
Near by, on the limbs of a tree, were hang- 
ing a man's underclothes. He had on 
trousers and a long black ulster. The body- 
was identified as that of E. Rood, who left 
Cathlamet in the early part of December 
for Waterford. He had evidently been 
dead over three months. 

Rood came to Oregon a year and a hall 
ago from Omaha, where he has relatives 
and a wife and child. He was an expert 
stenographer and accountant, and for sev- 
eral years was employed by the Armour- 
Cudahy Packing Company of that place. 
When he came to Oregon lie worked for 
the Hapgood cannerymen, and last August 
came to Astoria in the employ of one of the 
canneries. In the latter part of November 
he disappeared suadenly, short several 
hundred dollars in accounts. Where the 
body was found is one of the wildest parts 
of the country, and the only way he could 
travel was by wading in the middle of the 
stream. It is supposed ho died irotn ex- 
haustion.

WOIU'RN, Mass., April 1— Just before 
7 o'clock this morning one of the boilers in 
the Conn Tannery exploded With terrific 
fore, killing five men and injuring six 
others.' . 

The dead are: Alstih Clements, foreman; 
Patrick Lally, fireman; Thomas Patterson, 
night foreman; Patrick McGonagle, oiler. 
The injured are: John Kenny, John 
Tracey, Patrick Riley, James Lyon, Octa- 
vius Saunders. 

There had been trouble with the boiler 
for some time, and early in the morning 
John Parker, the foreman, was called to 
the oilroom to see if it could not be fixed. 
It was found the water supply could not 
be satisfactorily adjusted, but this was 
remedied. 

Five minutes before 7 o'clock Parker 
entered the boiler-room and ordered the 
whistle to be blown to start the works. 
The rope attached to the whistle was 
pulled and instantly there was a fcaTful 
explosion. 

The big iron smokestack of the boiler- 
bouse was blown high into the air and fell 
across the roof of the shop, ana the tall 
brick chimney fell into a thousand pieces, 
crushing the engine-room beneath it. 
Men hurried from all parts of the town, 
and the work of removing those buried 
under the ruins was commenced imme- 
diately. Piteous cries of the injured under 
the debris urged the rescuers on to rapid 
work, and in a short time the bodies of 
four men had been removed and six in- 
jured had been taken out.

The Road Officials Say That Ha Is Still 
in New York and May 
Delay Coming. 



The present whereabouts and intentions 
of C. P. Huntington are at present causing 
a good deal of conjecture in this city, as 
many people are interested in knowing 
when the railroad magnate will arrive here 
and what action he will take in the matter 
of the Grand Jury indictment.

It is stated that no surprise would be 
created here— among the officials of the 
road, at least— if Mr. Huntington should 
fail to arrive until after the annual meet- 
ing is held. 



RESIGNATION OF LEEDS. 



The Traffic Manager Leaves the Asso- 
ciation Quite Suddenly— His Work 
Very Well Done. 



At a meeting of the executive committee 
of the Traffic Association yesterday the 
secretary read a letter addressed to the 
president, Isaac Upham, in which J. S. 
Leeds, for the past two years and until 
vestcrday traffic manager of that body,| 
formally tendered bis resignation. 
The letter is given herewith in full : 
Inaac Upham Esq., Pretident Traffic Atsoela- 
Hon of Califonia. San Francisco — DEAR SIR: I 
hereby tender my resignation as traffic man- 
ager of the Traffic Association of California, to 
become effective as early as your committee 
can make it convenient. * I have decided upon 
this course after mature and careiul considera- 
tion. 

You will call to memory that the unfavor- 
able trade conditions of this city and State, 
which existed and were the inspiration that 
prompted the organization of the association, 
were believed almost universally by the citi- 
zens otthls community to exist wholly in the 
organization known as the Transcontinental 
Association, and to break that monopoly was 
the object sought. Doubtless it wasthl» motive 
which prompted your committee to secure my 
services. It is a matter well known that the 
Transcontinental .Association was broken up 
and disposed of, and the Pacific Mail subsidv 
discontinued at the end of 1892. 

You will also remember I early advised the 
executive committee that the foundation and 
basis of the great burden of transportation ex- 
pense which California has carried was con- 
tained in the high local rates within the State, 
and the remedy was the Introduction and 
maintenance of competition, and I have never 
ceased to direct attention to that feature of our 
work. • 

I have up to this time taken an active part, 
and to a large extent directed the missionary 
work which has culminated iu the preaent 
movement to tonstruct the railroad In the San 
Joaquin Valley. The preliminary work In this 
matter having been mi'oessfully done, my mis- 
sion here has virtually been accomplished. 
Detail work may be carried forwrrd by others. 
That which we labored for is now assured. 

It, therefore, appears to me that my services 
Can be dispensed with and I may at this stage 
of the proceedings retire. 

1 have served the Traffic Association for a 
period of a little more than three years, faith- 
fully and according to my best judgment, for 
the best interests of California, especially the 
city of San Francisco. Mv treatment of the 
questions we have been called upon to consider 
has been without fear or favor. I am plainly 
on record touching all of the matters with 
which we have had to deal, and I am willing 
to stand upon that record for the future with- 
out further explanation or apology. 

Mv heart has been in this work from the be- 
ginning, and 1 will not lose interest in your 
success when I have taken my departure. If at 
any time I can render assi.tance or advice, I 
will be glad of an opportunity to serve you in 
any way consistent with the service in which I 
may be engaged. 

In parting from the Traffic Association 1 de- 
sire to tender my thanks to the executive com- 
mittee for the kindly treatment I have received 
at their hands, and at the same time to the 
press of this city for a generous support, with- 
out which it would have been Impossible to 
achieve the success which has rewarded our 
three years of persistent labor, 

I want to express mv belief that the seed 
sown during this period of our effort to intro- 
duce competition in transportation for this 
State will bear good fruit and ultimately re- 
sult in the commercial and Industrial emanci- 
pation of California. Respectfully submitted, 
J. S. Leeds, Traffic Manager. 

This action of Mr. Leeds did not create 
the surprise it would have caused had it 
been taken three months or more ago. It 
is a well-understood fact that matters have 
not progressed of late entirely to the satis- 
faction of the gentleman named, and that 
he became impressed with the idea that he 
was being deliberately ignored. 

This was all due to the sudden enthu- 
siasm awakened in the valley road propo- 
sition after Claus 8preckelsahd his present 
associates took hold of it. Mr. Leeds 
thought that he should have received some 
consideration from the head promoters in 
view of his past services in educating the 
people to the necessities of the road, and, 
in conversation, plainly indicated that he 
had been deeply hurt by his failure to re- 
ceive this recognition. 

The resignation was accepted by the as- 
sociation, and that of the secretary, Hosmer 
W. Leeds, will be presented at the meeting 
to be held on Wednesday. 

At that meeting the important question 
as to the continuation of the Traffic Asso- 
ciation will be considered. In .mswer to a 
direct question yesterday Isaac Upham, 
president of that body, said that what 
future action would be taken in this mat- 
ter he was unable to say ; the meeting of 
Wednesday would determine that. The 
present offices will be given up and more 
inexpensive quarters secured in any event. 

Mr. Leeds owns a fine farm near Cincin- 
nati, Ohio, and is said to be prepared to 
spend some time at least on the property. 

President Upham said yesterday that the 
resignation of Mr. Leeds was entirely un- 
expected and was sent by telegraph. He 
had been granted a vacation to go East, 
and aithoriph they had long been aware 
that he had several flattering offers from 
the East it had not been expected that be 
would leave the association at this time. 

Mr. Upham said that the late manager 
bad fully accomplished the work he had 
been employed to do and that the most 
candid well wishes of the other officials 
would go with him in his future field 6f 
labor, wherever that might be. "We found 
Mr. Leeds able, intelligent and honest," 
said Mr. Upham. • ■

CARROL LTON, Mo., April 1.— So great 
is the hostility to the Taylors throughout 
this section that there was serious discus- 
sion among the friends of law and order 
to-day of the advisabilily of sending the 
two men to the Kansas City Jail for pro- 
tection ami safe keeping.

CUBA, Mo., April l.-The greatest ex- 
citement prevails throughout the southern 
and western portion of Crawford County 
on account of the arrest of Alexander M. 
Green and his five sons and their confine- 
ment in the Crawford Connty jail for the 
murder of David Hilderbrand on Wednes- 
day night last, about ten miles south- 
west of Cuba. Officers of the county 
have been and still are making every el- 
! fort to bring to justice the perpetrators of 
this foul murder. The body has been ex- 
I humed and Will be examined as far as it 
is possible to do in its terribly charred 
condition, to ascertain the presence of 
buckshot, and if the same compare with 
those in the gun found in the Green 
dwelling and in the trees about the place 
of murder. 

The bloody ax-handle and clothing have 
been found upon the premises of the 
Greens and other evidence of a most dam- 
aging character. Considering the feeling 
existing between the accused, the father 
and brothers-in-law of the murdered man, 
the divorce proceedings between the ac- 
cused and his wife, and the general bad 
reputation of theaccused.it is the senti- 
ment of the general public that the guilty 
parties are now in the custody of the 
county officers. 

Last night the vicinity of the murder 
was filled with an armed body of citizens, 
numbering up into the hundreds and 
another chapter of crime was added in the 
burning of the dwellings and outbuildings 
with their contents of the Greens, com- 
prising three families, an act which does 
not receive the sanction of law-abiding 
citizens. This atrocious deed has no equal 
in the history of Crawford County, except- 
ing ihe Logan murder. The jail is closely 
guarded to prevent the lynching of the 
suspected assassins. 

MAT CAUSE A CLASH. 

An Army Quartermaster Disregards a 
Court Injunction. 

OMAHA, Neb., April 1.— Attorneys have 
filed affidavits in the case of Fairbanks, 
Morse & Co., which show a possible clash 
between prominent military officers and 
the District Court. 

They say that Major Humphrey, quar- 
termaster of the United States army, 
notwithstanding the fact that he knew 
an injunction had been issued by the 
District Court ordering all moneys 
due from the Government to Welchatz

the injunction, but that he was not bound 
by any such order.

COLUMBUS, Ohio, April 1.— Last Satur- 
day Mrs. W. H. B. Williams, wife of a real 
estate man residing at Grove City, a village 
about eight miles southeast of Columbus, 
arrived in the city with her three children, 
Anna, aged 14, Maud, aged 12. and Harry, 
aged 7, and registered at the Park Hotel. 

This morning about 8 o'clock Mrs. Wil- 
liams left the hotel. About 3 p. M. a cham- 
bermaid who went to the room found two 
of the children, Maud and Harry, dead in 
bed with their throats cut. There was a 
bloody razor on the foot of the bed. The 
boy had died without a struggle, but there 
were evidences that the girl had made a 
fierce fight with her inhuman mother. 

Anna said that when her mother went 
away she cautioned her not to go near the 
bed and to say nothing to any one about 
her absence. Mr. Williams arrived this 
afternoon and would not permit his daugh- 
ter to talk. 

Later Williams, his wife and his daugh- 
ter were locked up at the police station 
pending an investigation. 

Mrs. Williams showed no evidence of in- 
sanity and told the story of the '.orrible 
crime in a calm voice. She said she had 
made up her mind last week to kill herself 
and her children and came to Columbus 
for that purpose. 

She secured some opium and all three 
took the drug Saturday night. It took 
effect only on the little girl, Maud. She 
then determined to secure a razor, and 
waited until this morning. She first cut 
the boy's wrist, expecting him to bleed to 
death. He awakened, however, and then 
she cut his throat. The body of Maud 
was nol touched by the razor. Mrs. Wil- 
liams said she then asked Anna to let her 
cut her wrist, but the child begged so pit- 
eously she lost courage and left the hotel, 
intending to drown herself. 

She said it then occurred to her that 
Anna might be accused of the crime and 
she changed her mind and went to the 
house of a friend, Mrs. John C. Lester, in 
another part of the town, where she was 
found this evening. 

Anna was a witness of the murder of her 
little brother. She says when her mother 
went away from the hotel the latter cau- 
tioned her not to leave the room for fifteen 
or twenty minutes. Anna waited and then 
went to her father's office in this city and 
delivered to him a note which her mother 
had given ber for her father. She also told 
her father; according to her mother's re- 
quest, that the two children were dead, and 
he hastily returned with her to the hotel.

The Midwinter Fair Man-Eater Had the 
Best of It. 

LAREDO, Tex.. April 1.— At 4 o'clock 
>. it. yesterday in a bulli rng at New La- 
redo, Mexico, the African lion Parnell 
fought a terrible battle with an enormous 
Grizzly bear of the American type. The 
attendance was large. The animals fought 
desperately two rounds until completely 
exhausted, but, contrary to expectation, 
neither was killed. It was a bloody com- 
bat. The crowd went wild when twice the 
American grizzly threw his African op- 
ponent, erstwhile the king of beasts, so 
hard upon the ground that once, had time 
been called according to the usual rules, 
the lion would have been counted out 
Throughout the battle the lion showed 
more agility and treachery, but the bear 
must be given the palm for stubborn, stolid 
strength. 

Parnell is owned by Colonel E. Daniel 
Boone, the lion-tamer, and is the beast 
fhat killed itskeeperat the Midwinter Fair. 
The bear is somewhat larger and heavier 
than the lion, and was secured at New Or- 
leans, where he killed two keepers. It is 
believed to be the first time on record that 
such a combat has taken place.

It would be a long step 
forward in popularizing higher education 
if the Government had established at Wash- 
ington a great national university." 



IN THE ASHES, 



Sensational Evidence Against 
Mexicans Convicted of 
Murder. 



Although They Burned the Victim's 
Body Traces of the Crime 
Remained. 



8ANTA FE, N. Mex., April l.-Two 
young Mexicans, Jesus Vilpandro and 
Feliciano Chavez, were found guilty of 
murder in the first degree in the Disttict 
Court to-day. On January 20 they were 
caught by Thomas Martinez in the act of 
stealing and killing his father's cattle in 
South Santa Fe County. They invited 
Martinez into a corral, where they had 
built a fire and were in the act of cooking 
part of a beef, and as he stood there they 
shot him, placed his body across the fire 
and burned it. Nothing remained but a 
few bones and one foot encased in a rubber 
shoe. They took Martinez' horse and es- 
caped. After they weje trailed by Sheriff 
Cunningham for fifty miles they shot the 
horse and burned the saddle and bridle. 

Martinez bad a faithful dog that played 
an important part in the discovery of the 
murderers. After killing Martinez and 
heaping logs upon the campfire over his 
body, Vilpandro shot the dog in the head. 
During the trial a man named Angel in his 
testimony said that he saw distinctly the 
outlines of a murdered man's form lying in 
the ashes. The form seemed impalpable, 
but perfectly distinct and in bold relief. 
When cross-questioned the young man 
could not be shaken in his description of 
this most singular phenomenon. His tes- 
timony was most dramatic and caused a 
profound sensation of awe and wonder in 
the room. 

SUFFBAGE FOR UTAH. 

Unsuccessful Attempt lo Defeat a Flank 
in the Constitution. . 

SALT LAKE, Utah, April 1.— The con- 
stitutional convention indulged in another 
exciting debate to-day on the woman suf- 
frage question. One member declared that 
the woman suffrage plank was put in 
the Republican platform at the last elec- 
tion to catch votes, and that the Demo- 
cratic convention sought to outbid them. 

In the discussion that followed, as to who 
wrote the Republican platform and why 
the plank was inserted, Roberts (Dem.) 
said the suffrage plank was put in to catch 
Mormon votes, the most of whom it was be- 
lieved favored the measure. President 
Smith believed the time had come for 
woman suffrage, and said he would vote ac- 
cordingly. 

A motion to close the debate at 3:30 was 
lost. The convention adjourned with a 
substitute for separate submission of the 
suffrage section. Debate on the substitute 
closes to-morrow, and a vote is expected in 
the afternoon. An advance canvass prac- 
tically assures the defeat of the substitute 
and the adoption of Woman suffrage as 
part of the const itution by a large majority. 

SOME OXB RESFOXSIBLE. 

Grand Jurors Asked to Investigate 
Butte's Dynamite Explosion. 

BUTTE, Mokt., April 1.— Judge Speer 
of the District Court to-day summoned a 
Grand Jury and instructed them to inves- 
tigate the great dynamite explosion of 
January 15, by which fifty-nine men were 
killed and a hundred or more injured. 

The Judge told the jury that some one 
was responsible for the death of these men 
and he hoped that the blame would be. 
fixed by the jnry. The Prosecuting Attor- 
ney had refused to take the responsibility 
of filing informations and the Grand Jury 
was called. _ 

Bill Cook's Lieutenant. 

FORT WORTH, Tex., April l.-Sheriff 
Charles Perry of Roswell, N. M., reached 
town to-day in charge of Jim Turner, who 
was Bill Cook's trusted lieutenant during 
all his daring exploits.

GREETED BY STUDENTS. 



By Thousands They March Be- 
fore the Palace and Sing 
Patriotic Songs. 



HONORS FREELY EXTENDED. 



On Both Sides of the Atlantic Due 
Homage Is Paid to the Creator 
of German Unity. 



FRIEDRICHSRUHE, Germany, April 
1.— Since early this morning trains have 
been arriving here loaded with visitors 
from all parts of the empire desirous of 
congratulating Prince Bismarck on his 
eightieth birthday. Among them was a 
deputation from the Zeydlitz Cuirassier 
Regiment, of which the Prince is honorary 
colonel, one Composed of university pro- 
fessor, and another of Senators from 
Hamburg, Lubeck and Bremen. 

A dispatch of congratulation which King 
Oscar of Sweden and Norway sent Prince 
Bismarck alluded to the latter as the 
creator of Germany unity. Emperor 
Francis Joseph of Austria telegraphed con- 
gratulations to-day. 

The weather was glorious. By 8 o'clock 
five trains, each bringing about 1000 peo- 
ple, had arrived from Hamburg. In addi- 
tion great numbers of people flocked here 
from various country roads. The railroad 
station was hung with garlands, flags and 
Chinese lanterns. 

A deputation 4000 strong from the uni- 
versities of Germany took up positions in 
front of the palace this afternoon, and 
when Prince Bismarck appeared he was 
greeted with deafening cheers. The 
spokesman oi the students then read an 
address of congratulation and presented 
the ex-Chancellor with a gift subscribed 
for by the students. After thanking his 
visitors the Prince conversed with several 
and returned to the house after a fresh 
storm of cheers. 

The general public was not admitted a 
the castle gardens where the reception 
was held, but thousands gathered in the 
meadows on the other side of the stream 
overlooking the gardens. At 12:30 p.m., 
the band of the Fourth Regiment of Foot 
Guards took a position in the garden op- 
posite the palace and played the "Halle- 
lujah" chorus from the "Messiah" and 
other popular airs. Soon the strains of 
"Die Watch Am Rhein" were heard in the 
distance, announcing the approach of the 
students' procession. The terrace at the 
time was occupied by Prince Bismark, his 
family and their numerous guests. The 
Countess von Rantzau, daughter of Prince 
Bismarck, and the Countesses Herbert and 
William Bismarck were attired in summer 
toilets, While several of the gentlemen in 
the party wore uniforms, but Count von 
Rantzan, Count Herbert Bismarck and 
Count William Bismarck were in ordinary 
morning dress. Prince Bismarck's sister, 
the Countess von Arnim, and her two 
grandsons were also present. 

At 1:50 p. m. the students' procession 
emerged upon the triangular space under 
the terrace, presenting a strikingly bril- 
liant spectacle, the sun glistening on the 
drawn swords of the students and display- 
ing to advantage the gorgeous gala uni- 
forms of the various corps, consisting of 
white breeches and gauntlets and silk and 
velvet doublets, many-colored sashes and 
caps ornamented with ostrich feathers. 
As the students were marshaled in front 
of the terrace and on the rising ground to 
the left the band played "Heildier Sieges- 
kranz." The crowds about the castle had 
by that time been swelled to 12,000 persons. 
At the moment the Prince's stately form 
was recognized by the students and the 
public there arose a mighty cheer, wnich 
echoed far and wide, and the students 
clapped their swords together in the air. 
Prince Bismarck wore a Cuirassier uniform 
and was without a cloak. He raised his 
. helmet and stood bowing until the cheers 
had subsided;, ', 

The spokesman Of the students' deputa- 
tion, Bruch, a theological student of the 
University of Bonn, then ascended the 
tribune and conveyed to Prince Bismarck 
the congratulations of his fellow-students* 
representing thirty universities, in a few 
appropriate words, and concluding with 
the presenting to the Prince of an address, 
requesting him to accept as a birthday 
present a handsome shaft of marble, iron, 
silver and gold, with symbolical fieures 
and surmounted with the German eagle. 

Prince Bismark, having inspected and 
admired the monument, which occupied a 
prominent place on the corner of the ter- 
race, advanced to the balustrade, and amid 
renewed cheers and clashing swords, re- 
plied to the address of the students. He 
spoke for about twenty minutes, clearly 
and distinctly, but with less force and 
point than when addressing the delega- 
tions of the Reichstag a week ago. In the 
course of his remarks he duly acknowl- 
edged the honors bestowed upon him. 

After the cheers for the Emperor had 
been given by the students and the throngs 
beyond hearing of the speaker's voice, the 
students sang the "Bismarck Lied" (Bis- 
marck's song) in stentorian voices with en- 
thusiasm. The Prince, attended by Dr. 
Schweninger and Count Herbert Bismarck, 
then descended the steps and spent ten 
minutes among the students. Returning 
to the terrace the Prince took a beer elass 
from a set presented to him by the stud- 
ents, and having rilled it with beer, he 
raised it aloft with the words, "Viva Lace- 
dama, viva membrum quo libel." After 
this toast Prince Bismarck drained his 
glass and held it upside down to show 
that it was quite empty. The deputations 
began to march out of the grounds singing 
"Deutschland, Deutschland Ueber Alles" 
and other patriotic songs. 

During the evening there was a great 
torchlight procession, the Sachenwald was 
illuminated, and Prince Bismarck and hii 
family watched the proceedings from the 
terrace. ' 

BERLIN, Germany, April 1.— All of the 
public and most of the private buildings 
were bedecked with flags and bunting in 
honor of the eightieth birthday of Prince 
Bismarck. At all the schools the pupils 
were given a holiday. Many business 
houses were closed and the main streets 
were crowded. At the theaters there were 
special performances, with prologues ap- 
propriate to the day. 

STUTTGART, Germany, April 1.— The 
King of Wurtemburg sent an aid-de- 
camp with a letter of congratulation to 
Prince Bismarck. In receiving the deputa- 



tion from the gymnasium to-day, the King 
praised Prince Bismarck's greatness. 

THIS SIDE OF THE FOSD. 

German- Americans Show Their Appre- 
ciation of Bismarck. 

NEW YORK, N. Y., A pril l.-Bismarck's 
birthday was celebrated by the Germans 
in this city to-day. Flags were flying 
throughout the German districts on the 
East Side. All German societies celebrated 
in some manner. 

Specials state that similar celebrations 
were also held at Chicaco, 111., St. Louis, 
Mo., Cincinnati, Ohio, Cleveland, Ohio, 
and Milwaukee, Wis. 

IX HOXOB OF BISMARCK. 

German Residents Meet to Celebrate His 
Eightieth Birthday. 

How large a share of the affections of 
Germans throughout the world Prince 
Bismarck possesses was amply demon- 
strated by the honor done him yesterday 
on the occasion of his eightieth birthday 
by his compatriots who reside in this city. 

At the handsome new quarters of the 
Deutsche Verein in the Parrott building, 
corner Post and Powell streets, that society 
turned out nearly its entire membership to 
participate in the festivities arranged to 
celebrate the occasion. There was also 
nearly an equal number of ladies seated at 
the banquet board. 

The elegant dining hall of the society 
was tastefully decorated for the occasion, 
the most prominent features being an im- 
mense American flag draped on each of 
the side walls and the emblem of the Ger- 
man Empire in graceful folds on the wall 
at the head of the stairs. 

Down the room were arranged three long 
tables, and at the upper portion, at right 
angles to these, was another long table. 
On these were laid covers for about 200 
people. The menu was choice and boun- 
teous, and its digestion was aided by a 
liberal supply of champagne and other 
wines. 

Interspersed with the discussion of the 
material comforts set before the guests 
were the numbers of a literary and musical 
programme. Introductory rema rks were 
made by President A. Bundschu of the 
Deutsche Verein. 

The German Consul-General, A. Rosen- 
thal, responded eloquently to the toast, 
"Bismarck's Birthday." Then came the 
"Wacht am Rhein" by the orchestra. Mrs. 
Bundschu's recital of "California's Greet- 
ing to Bismarck" called forth enthusiastic 
applause and was followed by the song 
"We Congratulate," rendered by all pres- 
ent. The words were the composition of 
Mr. Bundschu. Vice-Consul Loban spoke 
to "Bismarck and the New German Em- 
pire." 

Orchestral music preceded Dr. Max 
Richer's address on "Bismaick, Our Hon- 
orary Member," and he was followed by 
Professor A. Herbst. who took as the text 
of his remarks "Bismarck as a College 
Student." All present then joined in 
singing "Hail Bismarck," the words of 
which were composed for the occasion by 
M. Greenblatt, editor of the Demokrat. 
Remarks were also made by Dr. A. Bar- 
kan, E. C. Priber and Editor Greenblatt. 
At the conclusion of the literary and 
musical programme the floor was cleared 
for dancing, which was enjoyed far into 
the morning. 

At the Verein Eintracht Hall, on Twelfth 
street, near Howard, the Verein Eintracht 
entertained a large audience. Dr. B. 
Paulssen was the orator of the evening. 
The subject he chose was, "Whv Germans 
Should Celebrate Bismarck's Birthday." 
His remarks were greeted with frequent 
and prolonged shouts of "Hoch, Hoch," 
and high enthusiasm was prevalent during 
the entire time he spoke. Vocal music by 
the singing section of the verein was alter- 
nated with the tributes paid to Bismarck 
by the other speakers of the evening. 

At the Vorwaerts Hall on OTarrell 
street the veterans of the German army 
met and did honor to the great ex- Premier. 
President Jacob Hofman made the opening 



address, and his effort was concluded amid 
cheers. He then announced Jacob Helrich 
as president of the evening. The latter, 
after returning' thanks for the honor con- 
ferred, made an eloquent speech appro- 
priate to the occasion, and was followed by 
Robert Wieneka, an invited guest, who 
gave credit, in language that elicited fre- 
quent applause, to Bismarck for the ^reat 
prestige the German nation now possesses 
among the powers of the world. 

At this juncture the proceedings were 
interrupted by the sound of sweet strains of 
music, which proceeded from the sidewalk 
in front of the building. This was found 
to proceed from the members of the sing- 
ing section of the Kriejjer Verein, which, 
twenty-five strong, hud come to contribute 
to the' enjoyment of the occasion. Among 
the other speakers of the evening were: 
A. Franke. president of the Krieger 
Verein, H. Gunther and H. Faust. Several 
others eotertained the assemblage with 
reminiscences of the Franco-Prussian War. 
A fine pyrotechnic display in front of the 
hall inaugurated the festivities, and re- 
freshments were served throughout the 
evening. 

The members of the Stammtisches gave 
a jubilee dinner in the banquet-hall of the 
Oberon, on O'Farrell street, in honor of 
the Iron Chancellor and about two score of 
his admirers enjoyed their hospitality. 
An elaborate bill of fare had been pre- 
pared and the menu-cards were handsome 
souvenirs, which bore an excellent like- 
ness of the Prince. 

With the wine came speeches by Louis 
Westerfeld, Dr. Wilhelm and Max Weiz- 
nian. Their remarks were received with 
great enthusiasm and "hochs" many and 
loud resoujided through the hall, both for 
Prince Bismarck and for the speakers who 
lauded hini. 



CAMILLE DOUCET IS DEAD. 

He Was the Perpetual Secretary of the 
French Academy. 

PARIS, France, April 1.— CamilU. Don- 
cet, perpetual secretary of the French 
Academy, is dead. 

M. Doucet was born in Paris in 1812, 
studied law and for some time practiced 
as s notary. His earlier dramas were pro- 
duced at the Odeon with considerable 
success. In 1853 M. Doucet was named 
as divisional chief of theaters, and 
in this capacity was charged with 
supreme direction of the imperial theaters 
of Paris and the departments. He was 
elected a member of the French Academy 
April 7, 1865, in the place of Alfred Devigny 
and on March 30, 1875, succeeded M. Patin 
as perpetual secretary.

Where the Speckled Trout Lurks

There was hurrying to and fro, and the 
clamor of many tongue* and the shouting 
of the salesmen yesterday in all places 
where fishing tackle is sold. The law has 
turned over the trout that abides in the 
streams to the anglers. And there are lots 
of novelties this season. 

The angling army will be almost doubled 
this year, and a large portion of the re- 
cruits will be of the fair sex. They have 
dainty boots, wading bottines, which are a 
picture, and snug, little canvas jackets, 
with lots of huge pockets, in which a lady 
might carry her entire woodland toilet. 
The rods for ladies are light and exquis- 
itely finished, nor do they lack power. 

But no important returns can be ex- 
pected yet. Nor has the hour of the fly- 
caster arrived. The streams are swollen 
and rolley from the late rains. 

But the pleasures of preparation are 
bringing coin to the coffers of the tackle- 
shops. No ardent fisherman was ever con- 
tent with his outfit. He may be the pos- 
sessor of a dozen rods, and flies and spoons 
innumerable, but let him make a tour of the 
shops and he is certain to see something 
which he thinks he wants. 

So he keeps on buying. 

The novelties in reels this year are the 
English gun-metal reel with revolving 
disks. The Beerabara rod, which much 
resembles the creenheart, is the Eastern 
fad this year. The steel rod will still keep 
its place as a good trolling rod, especially 
for salmon, in Santa Cruz and Monterey 
bays.

It It Won in a Close f inish by the Geld- 
ing Laureate. 

LITTLE ROCK, Aek., April 1.— Three 
thousand people saw the fourth Arkansas 
Derby won to-day by the Pastime stable 
gelding, Laureate.

Both are expecting to be appointed guar- 
dian of the estate, if such can be found, 
of Cnrriveau, the erratic Frenchman, who 
died March 18. 

Since the death of Louis Corriveau the 
atmosphere has been tilled with rumors 
concerning a considerable sum of money 
and real estate, known to be in his 
possession a few weeks prior to his death, 
but which has mysteriously disappeared. 
If Louis Corriveau had spent his entire life 
in an almshouse he could not have died 
possessed of less than the surface of his 
assets now show. 

Two montbs prior to his deatli it|was posi- 
tively known that he had $'JU,<J0uon deposit 
in the Savings l'nion, besides Ji+.-VX) which 
H. W. Wcstplial says he paid In 1*H. This 
money was to satisfy a mortgage of $20,000 
held liy Corriveau on San Mateo County 
property and also the purchase money for 
a lot on" Mission street. If Corriveau did 
have $4.).000 in cash six months'prior to his 
death he either carried it to another State, 
was wheedled out of it, or spent it in riotous 
I'ving. His physical condition would pre- 
clude the latter theory, and the woman 
who claims to be his wife positively affirms 
that he did not leave the State. 1'ielieving 
the storv of his wife, and knowing ttiat he 
could not have spent the money foolishly, 
the friends of the dead barber do not hesi- 
tate to say that the erstwhile money and 
property have been gobbled up by sharks. 

Dr. Campbell, who attended Corriveau at 
the time of his death and for two years 
previously, is very pronounced in bis 
views, not hesitating to say that the widow 
is being outrageously swindled. Others 
are equally outspoken, and in all of this 
talk the name of H. \V. Westpbal of the 
firm of Swanberg tfc Westpbal is promi- 
nently mentioned. According to the story 
told liy this last-named gentleman, he has 
had no business connection with Corriveau 
since lWH, when he paid a mortgage of 
$J"J,O00and purchased a lot onMission street 
i t which he paid $4Ti00, though in January 
■ i orriveau went to him and asked his 
assistants in evading a judgment for $1800 
in faynr of a life insurance company. 

Mrs. Corriveau, however, tells a very dif- 
ferent story. She boldly asserts that West- 
pbal in possession of her husband's 
property, which was transferred to him in 
order to i.void the insurance execution. 

"This man Westphal," said Mrs. Corri- 
veau yesterday, "has behaved outrageously 
toward rne since my husband's death. 
Why, the very day he died Westphal came 
to the house accompanied by his brother 
and desired to see me alone." I went into 
the parlor; and to my surprise Mr. West- 
phal turned the ke.y in the lock. He then 
asked me to sign a paper already prepared; 
in which Idisavowed any interest whatever 
in the estate of iuv husband. I hardly 
knew what to do, f was so badly fright- 
ened. Making some excuse to leave the 
room, though promising to sign the paper 
on my return, the door was opened to me. 
In a few minutes I came back with the 
nurse and then asked Mr. Westphal to ex- 
plain again. He replied. 'I have nothing 
to say,' and that is all I could get out of 
him. ■ 

"When this insurance matter eame up 
my husband went to see Mr. Westphal 
about it, and finally turned over every cent 
and all the property he had to liim, I pro- 
tested, but without avail. My husband 
then went to Santa Ilosa, where ),e re- 
mained several weeks, and when he re- 
turned home he was a very sick man. Mr. 
Corriveau ^ent for Mr. Westphal, told him 
that he was going to die and that he 
w-anted the property back. Westphal t,,i,l 
my husband that he would be well in a few 
>lay« and to let the matter stand until be 
was able to attend to business. Well, my 
husband died, and now Mr. Westphal 
holds the property. 

• My husband brought all of these trans- 
fers home, as it was difficult for him to 
read English, and I read them to him, and 
then, without his knowledge, took a copy 
of everything. My husband also received 
papers from him, but just where they are 
I don't care to say Just- now. 

When did I marrv Mr, Corriveau? 
Well, I don't care to tafk about that now. 
1 am his wife, and will prove itat the 
proper time. Whether I was married by 
license, contract or law matters very little 
so long as I can prove that I am his widow. 
Mr. E. H. Wakeman is my lawyer. Maybe 
he will tell you mote, but that is all 1 care 
to say now.' 

Mr. Wakeman declined positively to go 
into the merits of the case. He did say, 
however, that he expected to see Mrs. Cor- 
riveau appointed administratrix, and he 
lirmly believed the estate of Louis Cor- 
riveau was worth at least $75,000 and 
would not be surprised ii it went as high 
as Sl'25,000. In any event, he intended to 
tind it. whether it was worth ten cents or 
ten million. Mr. Wakeman hinted vaguely

It Receives a Setback in the 
United States Circuit

Possession of the Acres In Dispute 
Will Have to Be 
Civen. 



Alfred "Nobby" Clarke and his wife, 
Johanna F., received quite a setback in the 
Tinted States Circuit Court yesterday. 
Mrs. Clarke asserts that she owns 38.45 
acres of land in the vicinity of LaJtc Mer- 
ced and that she has been in quiet and 
peaceable possession of it for twenty-five 
years. William Leviston came along a 
few years ago and claimed the land under 
the following title:

To all whom these presents shall come greet- 
ing. 

Whereas, Cnder the provisions of an act of 
the Congress Of the t'nitcd States entitled "An 
act donating public lands to the several States 
and Territories which may provide colleges for 
; tie benefit of agriculture and the mechanical 
arts," approved July 1, 18C2, 1.10,000 acres of 
the public lands were granted to the State of 

i nliforiiia ; and whereat, the legislature of the 
State of California has provided for the sale 
and conveyance of said lands by statutes 
enacted from time to time; and whereas, it 
appears bv the certificate of the land agent of 
the university. No. I'M, issued in accordance 
with the provisions of law bearing date 2d 
September, 1879, that the tracts of agricultural 
college land herein described have been duly 
and properlv located in accordance with the 
law. and that WilVam Leviston, assignee of 
Benjamin S. Brooks (the latter assignee of 
John Mullin), is entitled to receive a patent 
therefor: now, therefore. 

The State of California hereby grants to said 
William Leviston, assignee, and to hit heirs 
and assigns forew r. the said tracts of land 
located a< aforesaid, and which are known and 
described as follows, to wit: Lots 11, 12, 13, 14 
and 13. In section 26, townnhlp 2 south, range 

ii v> cn;. Mount Diablo base and meridian.contain- 
ing :«.4"» acres, taken in lieu of forty acres, 
together with all the privileges ami appurte- 
nances thereunto appertaining and belonging. 
To ha\-e and to hold the afore-granted prem- 
ises to the said William leviston, assignee, and 
to his heirs and assigns, to his and their use 
and behalf forever. 

In testimony whereof, I, William Irwin, Gov- 
ernor of the State of California, have caused 
these letters to be made patent and the seal of 
the stale of California to be hereunto affixed. 
Given under my hand, at the city of Sacra- 
mento, this Gth September, 1879. 

William Irwin, Governor. 

Leviston brought suit for an ejectment 
and won. The case was put in the bands of 
Sheriff McDade and then Mr. and Mrs. 
Clarke sued out a restraining order in the 
Circuit Court. Clarke claimed that the in- 
strument issued by Governor Irwin "is ab- 
solutely void, and"conveys no title or in- 
terest, "as it was made without authority of 
In wand in violation of the statutes of the 
United States." 

levi^ton's attorney demurred on the 
ground that Mrs. Clarke was not entitled 
to the relief prayed for, and that the Cir- 
cuit Court had rio jurisdiction over a writ 
of possession issued out of the Superior 
Court. Justice McKenna sustained the 
dfcmnrrer. This is only one of dozens of 
ca-i . of a similar nature in .vhieh Clarke 
is mixed up. Acting on his advice people 
have pre-empted university lands, and this 
one of -Mrs. Clarke's is being made a teat 
case.; ■

There was a feeling of relief at police 
headquarters yesterday when it was proved 
beyond doubt, as stated in yesterday's 
Call, that the two men who held up the 
Oregon express at Reeds Crossing, near 
Marysville, were the same two men who 
committed the robbery anil murder at the 
Ingleside House on March 10 and various 
otfier robberies in and outside the city. 

George Uard, chief of the Southern Pa- 
cific detective force, and Detective Hume 
of Wells, Fargo & Co., called at police 
headquarters yesterday and had a long 
conversation with Captain Lees, the result 
of which was made known later. 

The tall robber who was shot at Reed's 
crossing was 8. 0. Browning. He belonged 
to 8t. Louis, where be said his father was a 
wealthy cattleman. The robber who es- 
caped was Henry Williams, but he was 
known in this city also as John Brady. 
Where he came from is not positively 
known as he told so many conflicting 
stories, but Captain Lees believes he is a 
native of this city. 

Williams, in the early part of 1892, was 
stableman for John F. English, produce 
merchant. He was, according to Mr. 
English, an exemplary youth fie neither 
smoked, swore nor drank anil was fond of 
children. When he left Mr. English's em- 
ployment he told him he was going East. 
Instead of going East he went to Stockton 
and on the boat met Brownine, who was 
then known as Oscar Brown. They struck 
up an acquaintance and went together to 
work on a ranch in Amador County. They 
were not there long when they suddenly 
left with four horses belonging to their 
employer. 

A dispatch was sent to this city from 
Amador County that the. two horse- 
thieves had headed in this direction. They 
were arrested by Detective Egan and two 
police officers on Eleventh and Harrison 
streets, while trying to sell two of the 
stolen animals. They had previously sold 
the other two. Both"had pistols in their 
pockets. % 

Thcv were sent to Amador County and 
on Ju'lv 11, 1892, were each sentenced to 
one year in the State prison. The light 
sentence was due in a large measure to a 
letter whirh Mr. English sent to the Dis- 
trict Attorney of the county as to Wil- 
liams' previous good character. 

The description of the two men as taken 
from the State prison register is as 
follows: 

Julv 11. 1892 (10027)— Osear Brown, grand 
larceiiv, Amador County, 1 year, Missouri, age 
21. carpenter. 3 feet ll 1 , inches, florid com- 
plexion, dark hazel eyes, black hair, foot 9 1 ,, 
medium round high forehead, large ear;., 
square chin, large mouth, good teeth, vaccine 
on left arm ; scars—dim sear below right elbow, 
1 back of right hand, long scar on right index, 
1 on left of stomach, 1 on outer corner of left 
eye, 1 on top of forehead, 2 on left side of head, 
1 on right side of head, 3 large scars back of 



from the State prison was on August 25 

last in a saloon at the end of the Twelfth- 
street bridge, Sacramento, where they held 
up some men who were in the saloon. A 
few nights later thev held-up Scheld's 
Brewery, Twenty-eighth and M streets, Sac- 
ramento, and robbed the inmates. 

In the latter part of October they went 
into a saloon near the City and County 
Hospital, Sacramento. Three men were 
playing cards at the time and they were 
relieved of their money and one of them 
had his silver watch' taken from them. 
Cornelius, the barkeeper, was fatally shot 
by the taller of the two robbers. 

At 12:30 a. St., March 3, they held up the 
eastbound train. N'o. 3, at Ben Ali, near 
Sacramento, but did not get anv money or 
valuables. That night they visited Scheld's 
Brewery for the second tiine. They drove 
up in a cart, and when they entered the 
saloon the barkeeper, L. D. Windmiller, 
and three customers were playing cards. 
The robbers covered the four men and the 
tall man took $13 out of the till and then re- 
lieved the four men of their money - . They 
jumped into the cart and drove off at a 
furious pace in the direction of the Stock- 
ton road. 

On March 8 they again stopped east- 
bound train No. 3 between three and four 
miles north of Stockton. They were un- 
successful in getting the safe opened in the 
express-car, but they took the shotgun and 
pistol belonging to the express messenger. 

"We are perfectly satisfied," said Mr. 
Card, "that the same two men committed 
all these robberies. Their height, costume,

as you may call it, and build, and the man- 
ner in which they acted all agree perfectly. 
The tall man was always the aggressor, 
and there are other coincidences that 
satisfy us on the point. Besides the taller 
robber who was shot by Sheriff Bogard 
had the pistol that was taken from Wells- 
Fargo's messenger on March 8, and the 
other had the shotgun, which he threw 
away when he ran after shooting Bogard. 
The pistol and shotgun have been identi- 
fied by Detective Hume, and they have 
thenaine of 'Wells, Fargo &:Co.'on"them." 

"Yesterday," said Captain Lees, "J. B. 
Wright, division superintendent of the 
Southern Pacific, sent me a cipher mes- 
sage, which was delivered by Detective 
Hickey.

I at hrst thought I 
would raid the house, but concluded that

it would be better to shadow it as I might 
get Williams, alias Brady. 

"Later on I got a dispatch from Mr. 
Ganl, which implied that I should search 
the house. After talking with the Chief I, 
accompanied by Detectives Ross, Whitta- 
ker, Seymour, Handlev and 0'Dea, went 
to the house and found a trunk belonging 
to Williams, alias Brady, who had been 
rooming there since November I. I opened 
the trunk and found two tintypes of Wil- 
liams and Browning together on their 
bicycles. The landlady denied ever hav- 
ing seen these tintypes. 

"I likewise found a photograph with the 
two men on their bicycles and two young 
girls in a group, which I will nut show to 
any one, as the girls are respectable girls 
and there is no use bringing them into no- 
toriety. 

"My investigations led me to a room on 
Van Ness avenue which had been rented 
by the tall man, S. O Browning, on No- 
vember 1, but which he left about two 
months ago and went to room in a house 
on Golden Gate avenue. It is not necessary 
to give the numbers of the houses. 1 
found a large trunk in Browning's room in 
the house on Golden Gate avenue. I 
picked the lock and got several pictures 
taken in St. Louis, 701 Franklin avenue, in 
which Browning is shown with a young 
lady, evidently his sister.- There were also 
tintypes taken here ^ince November of him 
and" Williams together on their bicycles. 
That was about half -past 1 this morning. 

"The trunk besides, these pictures con- 
tained nothing that would interest the 
public. Browning was evidently a musi- 
cian, as a guitar was in his trunk and I 
found a pawn ticket for a fiddle. The peo- 
ple with whom he roomed said he was a 
very reticent and reserved man and close 
in money mutters. 

"He left there a week ago last Sunday 
and said lie was going to San Jose. That 
was the last they saw of him. Williams 
was the only person that ever visited him, 
which he did frequently. He was asked 
why he and Williams did not room to- 
gether and he said it was better they should 
live separate. 

"Williams was also frequently visited by 
Browning and he told the landlady at 305 
Grove street the same thing when she 
asked him the same question. There 
was some trouble between Williams 
and the landlady's daughter and they 
did not speak to each other for 
two months, T>ut she told me that although 
there was a reward of $50,000 offered for 
his capture she would not inform against 
him. 1 tried to hire Williams' room to 



put a detective there but the landlady 
would not have it and I have to cover the 
house from the outside." 

The trunks were taken to policy head- 
quarters while the captain was telling his 
story. There was a long mackintosh coat 
in each, which the captain thought were 
worn by the two men while committing 
the robberies here. Their hats were the 
same shape and make also. 

"There are a dozen men who ha ,T e iden- 
tified the two ex-convicts," continued the 
captain, "and there is positive proof that 
the dead robber Browning murdered Cor- 
nelius Stagg at the Ingleside Honse on 
March 1C. 

"My reasons for saying so are many. 
Both men, in the end of October last, 
bought a bicycle from the Cleveland Com- 
pany, on McAllister street, near Larkin, 
for which they paid cash. I found seven 
pawn tickets in their trunks. One was for 
ft Cleveland wheel pawned on January 'U 
I v Williams under the name of McGuire. 
T'he others were for a filled -case gold 
watch, a Smith Wesson revolver, a box 
of cartridges and two new overcoats. 
Browning still had his own bicycle. 

"On March 11 Browning went to J. W. 
Leavitt, the manager of the Cleveland 
Company, and hired a wheel for Williams, 
saying thev were going for a ride in the 
country. Browning returned the wheel on 
Monday, March 18, two days after Stagg 
was murdered. Leavitt observed that there 
were scratches on his face, which Browning 
accounted for by saying that he had taken 
a header off his wheel. 

"Now, on the night of the Stagg mur- 
der Robert Lee, the colored man, saw two 
men riding on bicycles a few minutes be- 
fore the hold-up. Traces of the wheels 
were seen and footsteps were traced from 
the hotel to a cul-de-sac, where there was 
a barbed-wire fenc?. 

"The two men had run into this barbed- 
wire fence in the darkness, and, no doubt, 
that accounted for the scratches on Brown- 
ing's face. We traced the footsteps back 
from the barbed-wire fence to a wooden 
fence, where they evidently had their 
wheels waiting for them, and they rode off 
in the direction of the beach. 

"The smaller of the two men wore nar- 
row toe pointed shoes No. 6, and the taller 
broad toe pointed shoes No. 9, which could 
be seen by the marks of their footsteps. In 
Williams' trunk we found No. 6 shoes and 
in Browning's No. 9 shoes, corresponding 
to the footsteps seen near Stagg's hotel. 

"There is another point. InalltheSac- 
rafnento robberies and train robberies, it 
was particularly observed that when the 
smaller of the" two men held his pistol 
pointed bis hand always shook. It was 
so at the Stagg hold-up and also at the 
hold-ups in Hagerty's saloon at the Cliff 
House on September 25 and February 21. 

"To go back to the bicycles. The one 
found near Marysville was the one pur- 
chased by Browning from the Cleveland 
Company. Before they left the city on 
Sunday week, they hired a Westminster 
wheel, 7390, from Perkins & Walker, cor- 
ner of Van Ness avenue and Market street, 
and WiH.ams is now a fugitive from jus- 
tice on that bicycle. 

"I have ascertained from Mrs. Johanna 
Liijequist, the landlady at 305 Golden (late 
avenue, that the men were absent for days 
at different times, which would account 
for the different robberies committed by 
them. 

"Mr. Leavitt of the Cleveland Company, 
when shown the pictures of the two men 
sent to the State prison for horse-stealing 
in Amador County, at once identified them 
as the men who had purchased bicycles 
from him. Mr. English, when shown 
Williams' picture, at once identified it as 
that of bis former stableman. There have 
been others who also identified them, be- 
sides, of course, the people of the houses 
where they roomed. ' r 

The captain is also firmly convinced 
that Williams and Browning held up 
Robert D. Hagerty and shot him through 
the body on September 25, and also held 
up his brother Frank and four customers 
on February 21. Everything points to that 
conclusion. 

He is equally convinced that they were 
the men who held up several saloons in 
Mission and Western Addition about the 
beginning of the winter, besides others in 
which a tall and short masked man figured. 

Mr. Gard found a peculiar-shaped knife 
in the pocket of the dead robber at Reeds 
Crossing. It opened by a clasp and had a 
long, keen narrow blade. This, combined 
with other circumstances, had led the 
captain to seriously think that the 
murder of Eugene Ware, the St. Nicholas 
drugstore clerk, was done by Browning 
andWilliams. The murder was commit- 
ted abvut the middle of November. At 
that time Williams was living at 305 
drove street and Browning in a house on 
Van Ness avenue not far from Grove street. 
They were close to the St. Nicholas drug- 
store and had ample opportunity to study 
the ways of the murdered clerk. 

"I would not say positively," said the 
captain, "that either of them murdered 
Ware, but putting this and that together it 
is not unreasonable to suppose that they 
did. They have shown themselves to be 
desperate and dangerous men who would 
not stop at anything." 

"You arc right," said Mr. Gard. "I ran 
tell you of an incident showing the cool- 
ness of Browning. While working on 
Harry's ranch, near Marysville, he was at 
dinner one day and the man opposite him 
objected to something he said. Finally 
the man called Browning a liar. Brown- 
ing rose up, reached across the table and 
struck him square in the face, knocking 
him down. Then he gently resumed his 
dinner, as if nothing had happened." 

Mr. Leavitt said yesterday that Nels 
Olsen, a boy in his store, saw Browning 
and Williams coming along the San Pablo 
road, at Oakland, on their bicycles. They 
were covered with mud. If was about 
three weeks ago, just about the time the 
train was held up near Stockton. Olsen 
spoke to them, and they said they had just 
come from a visit to a friend in Berkeley. 

Last week Mr. Leavitt eot a dispatch 
from Sheriff Wilson of Oroville. asking if 
"J. S. Browning" was in San Francisco. 
Browning got there last. Monday or Tues- 
day, and represented himself as an agent 
for the Clevelaud bicycles. 

Every effort is now being made to cap- 
ture Williams, alia Brady. Mr. Gard re- 
ceived the! following dispatch yesterday 
from one of his detectives: 

Strange man on bicycle seen going through 
Gridley about 11:40 last night at the rate of 
twenty miles an hour. Ahern, Snyder and mv- 
seli went up immediately on a handcar. I notl- 
fitd nil officers at daylight. Ahem, Snyder and 
a constable found tracks and followed them in 
a buggy. I took the early train to Sacramento, 
as I thought you wanted me. On my arrival 
Wright handed me the following telegram from 
an agent at Chlco: "A pair of blue-black bicy- 
cle pains were found this morning in a build- 
ing that is being erected on our ground, clo«e 
to the stock-corral, evidently discarded some 
time last night." 

Both the local detectives and the South- 
ern Pacific detectives believe that Williams, 
alias Brady, will soon be captured, and if so 
he will have to answer for manv crimes. 

Both Mr. Gard and Captain l>es are 
satisfied that in all the robberies and mur- 
ders referred to there were only the two

Three Appeals by Mrs. Mary S. Doughty 
Are Dismissed by the Supreme. 
Court. 

The three appeals of Mrs. Mary 8. 
Doughty from the order of distribution in 
the estate of William Walkerlev have been 
dismissed on technical grounds, the prin- 
cipal one being that some of the defend- 
ants in the points of controversy raised 
were not served with notice of the appeal, 
and others were served, but the service 
was legally irregular. 

Walkerley was an Oakland man, who 
died leaving an estate worth over $1,000,000. 
He left most of it to hig wife and his then 
unborn child, but there were many lega- 
cies to collateral relatives, and it was these 
relatives who were squabbling over the dis- 
tribution.

VETO THE ORDER, 

The bituminous rock order, which, under 
the circumstances, may be rightly called 
| infamous, was passed by the Board of Su- 
pervisors yesterday by a vote of eight to 
four. The infamy of the order lies in the 
fact that it deprives the City of the advan- 
tages of competition in obtaining asphalt, 
gives to a combination of dealers a 
monopoly in furnishing the material and 
to the Southern Pacific road a monopoly of 
hauling it. Such a job is so bold a defiance 
of the people, and so open a fraud upon 
the City, that it might be fairly called 
highway robbery if it had not been carried 
out under the forms of law. 

It is the duty of Mayor Sutro to veto the 
order. His veto will be sufficient to kill it, 
for it would require nine votes to pass it 
over the veto, and he can count on four 
members of the board to stand firmly with 
him. These four— Joseph I. Dimond, C. 
L. Taylor, A. B. 8preckels and J. K. C. 
Hobbs— are men upon whom the people 
can rely in this emergency, and if the 
Mayor unites with them the cunning plan 
to rob the taxpayers will be foiled, the job 
will be smashed and the ring, despite its 
brass and triple steel, will be broken. 

In the play of this scheme to serve the 
monopoly at the expense of the people. 
Supervisor King has made himself partic- 
ularly conspicuous by his shifty showing* 
first on one Bide and then on the other. 
When King voted with the true represen- 
tatives of the people we gave him credit for 
being in good company, but were not too 
sanguine that he was going to stay there. 
We knew his record. There was no sur- 
prise when he dodged the second vote, and 
still less when he voted with the fine yes- 
terday. The man is one of the worst spec- 
iniens of boodle politicians whom boss rule 
ever raised to power in an American mu- 
nicipality. A short time ago he was a hotel 
runner at the ferry and there acquired the 
impudence and the lungs that constitute 
all the stock in trade his venality has to 
offer in exchange for money either in poli- 
tics or in business. 

If Mayor Sutro does bis duty, the vote of 
yesterday will be comparatively harmless 
and will serve only to give the people a 
lesson in the importance of electing good 
men to office. Men who vote for such pol- 
iticians as those who are now seeking to 
surrender the interests of the city, hardly 
deserve a better government. The lesson 
should be learned thoroughly in order that 
better men may be elected hereafter. In 
the meantime the people have but these 
three words to say the Mayor: Veto the 
order. ■ 



Now that Harvard is practically out of

8am, of course, is not a citizen 
of the United States, and it is hard to un- 
derstand how he got signers to his petition, 
but he got them just the same, and is now 
posing as a reformer eager to put the 'bity 
through the laundry process and wash all 
the political dirty linen in sight. 

In a poll of the Massachusetts Legisla- 
ture taken by the Boston Post, as to the 
Presidential preferences of the members, 
out of 90 Republican members 82 voted for 
Reed, and only two votes were given for 
McKinley; while out of 52 Democrats, 
William E. Russell received 21 votes and 
Hill 13. These straws are interesting at 
this time only as an exhibit of the way the 
New England States are amusing them- 
■elves with politics while the great West is 
attending to business. 

8peaking of railroad passes in an inter- 
view the other day, Chauncey Depewsaid: 
"I have known a case where a pass judi- 
ciously given rescued a man from environ- 
ments of total depravity and placed him 
where he now. has a fair chance to become 
President of the United States." This is 
the best story Depew ever told. The rail- 
road pass as a means of political advance- 
ment is well understood, but as a means of 
redemption from depravity it is a novelty. 
We have all elements of a rousing romance 
here and Chauncey should write a book. 

|The latest idea in the way of canal en- 
gineering is a proposal to dispense with 
the twenty-four locks in the Welland 
Canal leading from Lake Erie to Lake On- 
tario, and to make the whole drop of 326 
feet between these two lakes in two pneu- 
matic balance locks, built of steel, operated 
by compressed air, and laree enough to 
admit vessels of ocean draught. It is 
rather curious that in an age which pro- 
jects feats of 'this kind, there should be 
people able to read and write, who deny 
that modern engineering is capable of 
building a dam that will impound the de- 
bris of an ordinary stream, or of construct- 
ing a canal to carry if off. 



CONOENTEATED EFFORT. 

In yesterday's issue of theCALL.it was 
urged that all attempts to create "booms" 
along the line of the San Joaquin Valley 
road be promptly suppressed by the con- 
servative residents of each community. 
This caution was suggested by the infor- 
mation that property values in Stockton 
had risen immediately upon the announce- 
ment of the decision to include that city in 
the route. As yet there is no evidence of 
an undue advance in prices, and it is sin- 
cerely hoped that no such misfortune will 
befall the State. 

But there is a vast amount of stored 
energy among the people, for until the in- 
ception of the Valley road enterprise there 
has been no great Liovement upon which 
this energy could he expended. Now that 
an occasion for its exercise has arisen there 
is danger of its taking a wrong course in 
some particulars. Not only "that, but 
hanging upon the skirts of every such 
movement as this are hundreds of restless 
spirits, some honest but visionary, and 
others professional schemers, who invari- 
ably do harm by misdirecting the energies 
of those who can be swayed by them. It 
is these that must be looked after care- 
fully and kept constantly repressed. 

Concentration of effort is the one great 
factor in achievements of every kind. The 
Valley road is now the great thing before 
the people and all the efforts of all good 
citizens should be centered upon it. The 
many other things which the State so 
sorely needs wili come naturally and easily 
after that great and overshadowing work 
has been done. No matter how greatly 
other improvements are desired, any scat- 
tering of effort upon them now would not 
only fail of its purpose but will tend to 
prevent the accomplishment of the one 
great thing that will make them all 
possible. 

Hence, speculation in land and all things 
else that distract the attention which it is 
necessary that the Valley road should 
receive would be a hampering and per- 
nicious waste of energy. The things upon 
which all efforts should be concentrated 
now are these: 

Securing signatures to the phdge by 
which shippers agree to throw their busi- 
ness to the people's road, as advocated by 
the Call. 

Subscribing for shares in accordance 
with the plan of the Examiner, by which 
the proprietor of that paper has agreed to 
give $1000 for every $10,000 subscribed by 
the people. 

Securing the right of way. 

Letters have been coming to the Call 
since the pledge was first mentioned ask- 
ing where it may be found. Many - of 
the pledges were started out yesterday, 
and in a short while the Call will an- 
nounce the places where they may be 
had. It is the duty of every shipper not 
only to sign, but to induce others to sign. 
There are possibly some who would neg- 
lect so important a service, but who would 
readily sign if requested to do so. Those 
who are friendly to the new road and yet 
have special reasons for not wishing the 
fact to be known are earnestly requested 
to sign nevertheless, and are assurer! that 
the fact will be kept a secret. The statis- 
tical information which the pledges will 
furnish will be of great value. The names 
of those who are willing openly to declare 
themselves the friends of the people's road 
will appear in the Call's published roll of 
honor. 

We have heretofore shown how the do- 
nation of a right of way will prove a profit- 
able investment to every one who makes 
it. Apart from this consideration is the 
one of a sense of patriotic duty, which 
should indicate to each property-owner the 
course he should take. 

The Call will be glad to publish the 
names of those who desire to inform it by 
letter that they will give a right of way 
through their lands free of charge. 



LEEDS' BE8I6K ATI0H. 

The resignation of Manager Leeds of the 
Traffic Association, which was read at the 
meeting yesterday, was not unexpected. 
As was stated in the letter of resignation, 
the assurance of the construction of the 
competing road left him nothing to do, and 
the logic of the situation wa"s too plain to 
be mistaken. 

The people of San Francisafdo not need 
to be reminded that under the manage- 



ment of Mr. Leeds the Traffic Association 
has done good work for the City. The con- 
ditions that called it into being, however, 
no longer exist. A wiser and more pro- 
gressive spirit prevails among the people. 
Instead of railing against the Southern Pa- 
cific and making futile appeals to a useless 
Railroad Commission, the people, headed 
by. enterprising capitalists, have under- 
taken the work of constructing a compet- 
ing road, thereby putting an end to the 
monopoly of transportation in this State, 
not only for the present, but for all time. 

In the ardor of the new enterprise, how- 
ever, it would be unjust to overlook the 
work done by the members of the Traffic 
Association. They devised a project for a 
competing road, have co-operated cordially 
with that now under way, and subscribed 
liberally to its stock. They can look with 
gratification upon the work done in the 
past, and see in the near future a realiza- 
tion of their plans for the emancipation 
of the City from the evil effects of a mo- 
nopoly in transportation. In all this work 
Mr. Leeds has taken a prominent part, and 
on his retirement from office may justly be 
congratulated. 

Whether the Traffic Association itself 
will continue to exist much longer is prob- 
lematical. At the present time there seems 
to be little need for it. The main duty of 
our merchants and all business men at 
this time is to press forward the San 
Joaquin road. When that is once in opera- 
tion traffic questions will be settled in ac- 
cordance with the law of competition, and 
there will no longer be cause for complaint. 
Let our merchants who can afford it sub- 
scribe to the stock of the new road, and let 
all take the Call pledge to give their busi- 
ness to the road, and the future welfare of 
the State will be assured. 



REPUBLICANS, ATTENTION. 

The call issued yesterday by the Repub- 
lican National League for a convention of 
league clubs to meet in Cleveland, Ohio, in 
June, is one that should receive careful 
attention by the Republicans of the Pacific 
Coast, and particularly by those of Califor- 
nia. We ought to have not only a full 
delegation at the convention, but a strong 
one. Business of importance will be trans- 
acted, and it is not improbable that the 
proceedings < will have much influence in 
determining where the National Conven- 
tion of the party will be held in 1896 and 
what will be the tenor of its platform. 

Under the terms of the call, the ratio of 
representation will be six delegates at large 
from each State and Territory, four from 
each Congressional district, and one from 
each college Republican club in the United 
States represented in the American Repub- 
lican College League at Orand Rapids, 
Mich., April 5, 1895. In addition to thesa, 
there will be a number of ex-officio dele- 
gates, consisting of the president, secretary 
and treasurer of the league, one vice- 
president and one executive member of the 
national organization from each State and 
Territory, and the president and secretary 
of each State and Territory league, making 
four ex-orficio delegates from each. This 
gives each State practically ten delegates 
at large in addition to the four from each 
Congressional district. The total repre- 
sentation will exceed 2000 delegates, with 
an equal number of alternates. 

As San Francisco is an active candidate 
for the honor of entertaining the next 
Republican National Convention, the State 
should have a delegation of able and influ- 
ential men at this great assembly of 
league clubs. A good deal of effective 
work can be done there in the way of con- 
vincing leading Eastern men of the advis- 
ability of holding the National Convention 
on this Coast, and such work Will be found 
useful when the question of selection 
comes up foT discussion in the National 
Committee. 

In addition to this issue, which, of 
course, will only be indirectly before the 
convention, there will be the direct issue 
of discussing party politics, organization 
and the formation of a plan of campaign 
with special reference to the Presidential 
year. In the discussion of these matters 
the voice of the Great West must be heard 
clearly and decisively. The vast plans of 
irrigation of arid lands, the improvement of 
Pacific Coast rivers and harbors and 
National assistance in providing a means 
for the revival of hydraulic mining, Bhould 
be made prominent parts of the great pol- 
icy of internal development for which the 
Republican party stands. 

The convention, in short, will be one of 
great importance, not only to the Republi- 
can party, but to the whole Pacific Coast. 
It is certain the Democrats will be swept 
from power in 1896, and that for many 
years thereafter the destinies of the Nation 
will be controlled by Republicans. The 
Pacific Coast mnst look to her Republican 
representatives for weight and influence 
with the National Government. It be- 
hooves the party in California, therefore, 
to put its strongest men to the front. The 
league clubs of the State should begin the 
work this year. Let us have a delegation 
at Cleveland that will nobly illustrate 
California and advance the welfare of the 
West. . ; - . 



THE HOME OF THE VINE. 

The description of St. Helena, published 
in yesterday's Call, was practically lim- 
ited to the wine-making industry, upon 
which is based the wide fame of that de^ 
lightful part of the Napa Valley. In a 
recent editorial in the Call, written with 
special reference to the natural charms of 
this wonderful valley, ground was covered 
which included the whole. St, Helena lies 
above the point in the Napa River where 
navigation ends, and hence its industries, 
the products of which are dependent on 
rail transportation, are of not so general 
and commercial a character as those of 
Napa; but what is lacking in variety is 
fully compensated for in quality. 

The Napa and Sonoma valleys run par- 
allel, being separated by a low range of 
picturesque mountains. For years there 
has been a pleasant rivalry between them 
as to which should produce the best wines. 
This rivalry, as well as the.superb natural 
conditions which exist, has resulted in the 
production of light wines, which have been 
one of the most efficacious of the causes 
for the fame of California abroad, for 
these wines are now regarded by connois- 
seurs everywhere as being among the best 
that the world produces. 

The wine-growers of France and Italy 
would be amazed if they should see the 
splendid scale upon which the enterprise is 
conducted in the vicinity of St. Helena. 
Where, in Europe, a vineyard of ten or fif- 
teen acres is deemed a generous possession, 
a few hundreds of acres often constitute a 
vineyard at St. Helena. On an equally 
noble scale are the wineries, vast structures 
of stone, of artistic architectural design, 
and constituting the exterior closings of 
immense tunnels run into the mountains, 
where the wine ripens in a perfectly even 
temperature and free from all the disturb- 
ances which may occur in surface vaults. 

The splendor of the picture does not stop 
there. Near the massive pile of stone 
which constitutes the winery is sure to be 
seen the mansion of the owner— a noble 
villa, likely set in a park of native oaks, 
environed with a flower garden of exquisite 
beauty. All this means that these great 
enterprises are conducted by men and 
women of large means and refined tastes, 



which in turn means that the growing of 
grapes and the making of wine constitute 
one of the most fascinating occupations 
known to man. Of course there are many 
small growers, whose profits are as good 
as those enjoyed by the larger growers, 
for wealth has no monopoly of this alluring 
industry. 

The wine-producing regions of the State, 
and particularly the section of which St. 
Helena is the center, have recently become 
objects of particular interest by reason of 
the combination of wine-makers. Up to 
that time the profits of the industry had 
been comparatively small, and as a con- 
sequence the business was languishing. 
The wines were well worth to the producer 
double the prices at which they had been 
Belling. A lack of proper organization for 
marketing the product worked a benefit to 
the brokers at the expense of the pro- 
ducers. Under the new organization the 
producers receive double the price to which 
they had been accustomed, without any 
addition to the amount which the con- 
sumer pays. Thus very generous profits 
to the producer are assured; and hence St. 
Helena, with its splendid and profitable 
wine industry, has suddenly engaged un- 
wonted attention. 

While wine-making is the prominent 
industry of St. "Helena, fruits which In 
other parts of California are grown to so 
wonderful perfection thrive equally well 
there. The recently started enterprise of 
olive-planting is highly commendable, for 
St. Helena is aa well suited to olives as to 
grapes. 

It is an easy inference that occupations 
so delightful naturally attract the most 
enlightened people. This is sufficient to 
explain the high intelligence and refine- 
ment of the population of this beautiful 
gem of the valley. 



COMPLEX PROB LEMS. 

The problem of our relations to Central 
and to South American States will soon 
have to be solved by the adoption of some 
definite policy. Every year new complica- 
tions arise. Most of those countries are 
half lawless, and all of them are ex- 
posed to incessant disturbances and fre- 
quent revolutions. Their short-lived gov- 
ernments are continually involved in con- 
troversies with some. European power, and 
in most cases the Europeans are the. ag- 
grieved parties and have just causes of 
complaint. 

It is useless to expect these complica- 
tions to cease. On the contrary, they are 
likely to increase from vear to year. Ex- 
panding commerce and industry, forced 
forward by the resistless impulses of ever- 
improving machinery, are by a constant 
pressure bringing all parts of the world 
into closer contact with one another. The 
dominant races are impelled to go forward 
in spite of themselves. American enter- 
prise leaps forward to Hawaii. British 
commerce and German emigration go 
everywhere. When darkest Africa has 
been invaded, can the indolent people of 
Central and South America hope to 
escape? - 

In the past we have met these complex 
problems by an easy appeal to the Monroe 
doctrine. That, however, is too indefinite 
for the present and is wholly inadequate 
for the future. The issue before us is not 
the simple one of preventing European 
powers from establishing dominion in 
America, which confronted our fathers, 
but the more complex one of how we can 
make trade and commerce secure in Cen- 
tral and South America and give the ex- 
panding energies of civilized men a chance 
to make those countries as orderly and 
prosperous as the rest of the world. 

So far as Nicaragua is concerned, the 
problem is an easy one. We are going to 
construct a canal there, and we ought to 
establish a protectorate. Our flag should 
float there and our law should be enforced 
there. We should keep the peace in Nic- 
aragua and prevent any complications 
with foreign powers by making ourselves 
responsible for law and order and the pro- 
tection of property in all the region round 
about the great canal. In Venezuela pre- 
vails a different condition of affairs. It is 
to our advantage to have that country de- 
veloped and improved. We are not pre- 
pared, however, to undertake it ourselves, 
and the question that confronts us is 
whether we shall, under the circum- 
stances, prevent Europeans from doing it, 
and be ready to go to war in defense of a 
people who will neither work themselves 
nor permit others to work.

A horseman in Hartford, Conn., according to 
the Courant of that city, has devised a sulky 
that may accomplish wonders in the develop- 
ment of speed in trotting horses. It is a rather 
odd-looking arrangement, but its conception 
is based upon several very Important consid- 
erations. 

In running against time the horse should 
have as nearly absolute freedom of wind and 
limb as possible, besides being relieved of draft- 
In other words he should be as nature designed 
him, and the inventor of this snlky claims that 
it more nearly accomplishes that end than any 
device yet made known. 

The driver's seat is over the horse's hips, 
with the wheels a trifle in advance of the mid- 
dle of the animal's body. The central upright, 
extending from the wheel to the seat, is on a 
slight incline, and must necessarily help propel 
the wheels, thus reducing the draft to the mini- 
mum. A surcingle supports and steadies the 
shafts, and straps running trom it to the pock- 
ets that inclose the ends of the shafts keep the 
sulky from running faster than the horse. 

The only necessities in the way of harness 
are the breastplate, the surcingle and the

If the horse rears or otherwise misbehaves, 
the sulky must go np with him, and if he 
makes a sidewise movement, he must land the 
sulky where he lands himself, with no danger 
of dishing the wheel. 

The inventor says that no "training down" 
of overweights will be necessary when his 
vehicle Is used, as the heavier the weight, 
within a reasonable limit, the! more easily the 
vehicle will be propelled. He also says that a 
horse may be more easily controlled from the 
new location of the seat than when the driver 
sits back of and a trifle lower than the horse. 

One of these sulkies is now building, and 
several horsemen who have seen the plans 
think very favorably of it. 



MOEE BANK LITIGATION. 



F. Dundon Sues the Pacific for Cred- 
itors' Claims Amounting to Over 
•3, OOO, OOO. 



P. F. Dundon, the ex-Supervisor, is the 
latest one to take up the legal fight of the 
creditors and depositors of the Pacific 
Bank. He has filed two suits in the Su- 
perior Court, one against the officeis and 
the other against the stockholders of the 
bank, each one asking for the recovery of 
about $2,000,000. This amount, he claims, 
is due to all the creditors and depositors 
and incidentally, $2134 91 is due him. 

In his complaint Dundon states that 
for a long time prior to the suspension Of 
the bank, the officers neglected to super- 
vise its affairs, and gave practically no per- 
sonal eare to the institution whatever; 
they allowed the president and vice-presi- 
dent, he says, to run things just as they 
pleased ; these two officers were allowed to 
use their own discretion in making loans, 
investments and mortgages, and they 
accepted as securities worthless notes and 
bonus, and other things which are not 
usually accepted in bond dealings. The 
officers were also allowed, he says, to take 
over $1,000,000 for their own use, and 
no security for the same was ever given. 
As a result of all this mismanagement, he 
savs, the bank was forced to close its doors. 

The bank is said in the complaint to owe 
the $2,000,000 to about 1300 creditors and 
depositors. It is asked that each officer of 
the bank be made responsible for his share 
of the amount, and then in a supplemental 
suit he makes the same plea regarding the 
stockholders. The defendants in the suit 
against the officers of the bank are R. H. 
McDonald, R. H. McDonald Jr., E. V. Mc- 
Donald, W. A. Grade, J. J. Bowen, H. Ma- 
burv, W. H. Sherman, A. R. Stevens. Co- 
lumbus Waterhouse, and the Pacific Bank 
in its corporate sense.

It was in the discussion over Professor 
George Herron that Rev.M. J.Ferguson said 
the above words to the Congregational Mon- 
day Club. A week ago Rev. Dr. Brown had 
accused the professor of being an anarchist, 
and had implored the club not to include 
an indorsement in the invitation which it 
had extended to him to speak before it 
when he visits San Francisco. Yesterday 
Rev. Dr. Pullen, who befriends the pro- 
fessor, read a paper— "A True View of Dr. 
Herron"— in which the following views 
were expressed : 

I know something of the difficulty of seelne 
clearly while the scales of prejudice are still 
clogging the organs of soul-sight, or when the 
strabismus of mental outlook, due to some 
misfortune In the past, has Axed Itself as a 
habit upon us. Men appeared as trees walk- 
ing, to our view, In process of getting bodily 
union restored. They appear as monsters now, 
at least Dr. Herron seems to look so to some. 

Dr. Herron has been accused for pressing 
into foolish literalism the language of the ser- 
mon on the mount, and at the same time show- 
ing no signs of a literal obedience to it 
himself. As far as I know the chief objection 
to Dr. Herron's writings is not upon his theo- 
logical utterances or tendencies. 

I am gratified at this, notwithstanding his 
affirmed looseness and illogiealness of theology 
has been worthy of exposure by some theologi- 
cal thinkers. 

Dr. Herron believes in the awful fact of 
human sin, and he does not stop to make dis- 
tinctions between individual sin and socialized 
sin; between sin done by sinners and sin done 
by saints. He has thrust the pointed stall of 
his polished rhetorical thought into the slimo 
that lies at the bottom of the muddy stream 
of social existence, which condemns him in 
the opinion of some so-called judicial minds. 

The speaker concluded by stating that 
he had not become Herronized, although 
he had a profound admiration for Herron's 
writings. "I will say that should our ac- 
tion in inviting him to speak be rescinded 
there will be no severing of revered asso- 
ciations, buit some of us will feel like say- 
ing and praying, 'God save the Monday 
Club of San Francisco.' " 

In the discussion which followed this 
paper the members of the club showed the 
greatest diversity of opinion about Dr. 
Herron, though Rev. William Tubbs said, 
"I have listened to both papers and am as 
much in the dark as ever," and Rev. T. H. 
Henderson said : "If the satires and in- 
vectives we have heard for and against 
•Herron are messages of brotherly love from 
heaven, I would give several American 
nickels — hard as times are — to hear from 
the other place." 

Rev. Dr. McLean thought Professor 
George Herron might be characterized as a 
seer— something between a poet and a 
prophet. Rev.LI. H. Wikoff indorsed this 
opinion, if getting into the true reality of 
tilings meant being a seer. Rev. W. W. 
8cudder said, "His writings seemed to me 
to be an interpretation of divine law." D. 
Gilbert Dexter expressed "A special ad- 
miration for Herron's views." 

On the other hand, Rev. B. Cole consid- 
ered Professor Herron to be on dangerous 
and misleading ground, Chaplain Howell 
thought he assumed to be a John the Bap- 
tist, Rev. John Kimball was opposed to 
indorsing him, Professor Lloyd thought 
he bad no logic, and Dr. Brown said he 
approved of letting him speak before the 
club, as he wished to tell him to his face 
that he was an anarchist. A motion made 
by Rev. William Tubbs not to include an 
indorsement in the invitation to Dr. Her- 
ron was declared out of order, as the hour 
for adjournment had arrived. 

The Presbyterian Ministerial Union 
listened to an able paper yesterday bv Dr. 
Ketchum of Berkeley upon "How to Bring 
Men to Christ." In the course of his re- 
marks he said: "No minister can be very 
successful in saving men unless he has the 
hearty co-operation of his membership, 
and especially of the men of his church. 
The discussion which followed brought out 
numerous indorsements of the suggestion 
that men need evangelizing more than 
women : "Nine-tenths of the members of 
churches are women," said Rev. Dr. Mon- 
roe. 

There will be a meeting of the Presby- 
terian Club next Monday, as the Presby- 
tery meets at night.

Even the officers are often 
jammed into uncomfortable but nicely 
lifted quarters, sometimes sharing their 
rooms with a glistening gun or some other 
space-occupying arrangement. 

This is the situation on board the Mon- 
terey, and the men are inconsolable. 
There is much wondering around the 
navy-yard why the Olympia or even the 
Bennington or Boston is not preferred by 
the department for the work. Either of 
them could be ready within a short time if 
chosen. The Philadelphia is being re- 
paired by the Union Iron Works at Hono- 
lulu and will require no relief there. The 
Yorktown will soon return from China, and 
no war vessels are needed in Bering Sea, 
as the seal fisheries this season will be 
guarded by the revenue cutters.

A MURDER IS HINTED HI, 



Relatives of Dr. Charles A. 
James Want the Body 
Exhumed. 



A Bitter Contest Over the Old 
Man's Thousands Will Soon 
Begin. 



Dr. Charles A. James, who presumably 
died of natural causes on January 28 last, 
is not to be allowed to rest in his grave in 

peace. 

Accusations have been made, and in or- 
der to test their truth or falsehood the re- 
mains of the dead physician are to be ex- 
humed and an autopsy held, '. 

A contest for the dead man's money is 
also begun, and a bitter fight between the 
woman who claims to be the widow and 
the dead man's relatives is expected. 

Dr. Charles A. James died at his resi- 
dence, 925 Howard street, on January 28 
last, and was burled on the certificate of 
City Physician Eidetimuller. He left an 
estate valued at $65,000 and a young lady 
who asserts that she was married to him 
by contract three weeks before his death. 

As there was no will Public Adminis- 
trator Freese took charge of the estate. 
About a month ago the widow appeared in 
Judge Coffey's court and asked to be al- 
lowed to live in the upper part of the house 
at 925 Howard street until her child was 
born or the estate distributed. The mat- 
ter was not decided at that time and isstill 
before the Probate Court. 

Dr. James died suddenly. He had been 
ailing for some time prior to his death, but 
would not call in a brother physician. He 
treated himself and evidently did not con- 
sider his case serious. On the morning of 
January 28 he was not as well as usnal and 
in the afternoon he was dead. The city 
physician certified that the cause was 
heart failure. . 

The Eastern heirs of the dead physician 
are not satisfied. They assert that Dr. 
James was poisoned, and have retained 
George D. Shadburiie of the law firm of 
Shadburne & Herrin to look after their 
interests. ; 

Yesterday the latter wrote a note to 
Coroner Hawkins setting forth the facts in 
the case as they understood them and ask- 
ing that the remains be exhumed and an 
autopsy held. The Coroner^ would not 
give a ilecided answer, but said he Would 
look up the law in the case, and if he 
found that the facts Warranted it and the 
law sustained him he would hold an inves- 
tigation. There is considerable profes- 
sional etiquette mixed up in the matter. 
City Physician Eidcnrnuller, Who filed the 
death certificate in the Health Office, is on 
one -ide and Coroner Hawkins is on the 
other. These public officials naturally de- 
sire to show each other every courtesy 
possible. One thing is certain— the au- 
topsy Will take place, and everybody con- 
nected with the case will have a physician 
there to watch the proceedings. 

Laura Milen, the young woman who 
claims to be the widow of Dr. Charles A. 
James, is a handsome brown-haired, brown- 
eyed girl who will celebrate her nineteenth 
birthday this evening. Her father is a 
doctor practicing in San Jose, and Laura 
and her toother are living in the house at 
925 Howard street. With the beginning of 
her nineteenth year Laura begins a contest 
for the $30,000 in bank and the $35,000 in 
real estate left by the dead physician. She 
wants it all— part for herself, and the re- 
mainder to be held in trust for her unborn 
child. 

The Eastern heirs of the old man are not 
idle, however. !Miss Mattie James, a niece 
of the dead man, is out here from Fort 
Madison, Iowa, and she intends lighting 
the case to the end. 

An application to rent the entire house 
at 925 Howard street is now before Jndge 
Coffey and will be argued to-day. W- H. 
H. Hart, who represents the supposed 
widow, wiil enter a vigorous protest, and 
George D. Shadburne,. who represents the 
Eastern heirs, will Insist upon Mrs. Milen- 
.1 antes and her relatives paying rent. 
When that point is settled the other ques- 
tion will come up. One side will try to 
prove that the old man died from natural 
causes, while the other will attempt to 
show that he was poisoned. Altogether a 
very bitter contest is promised. 

Laura Milen first met the old gentleman, 
who she now asserts was her husband, in 
December, 1894. Sh» was then 18 years of 
age and Dr. James was in his severity-third 
year. The two became very friendly, and, 
so the story goes, the doctor finally became 
infatuated with her. Oh Sunday, January 
0 last, they were in the parlor together and 
the aged doctor insisted that they get 
married at once. She objected, say- 
ing that he could not get a mar- 
riage license. He overcame the difficulty 
by saying they could be married by con- 
tract. He dictated the terms and Miss 
Milen wrote them down aud then both 
signed the document. From that time 
they assumed marital relations and 
she lived with Dr. James as his wife until 
his death, twenty-two days later. 

"The contract entered into by Miss Milen 
and Dr. James is now in the hands of Pub- 
lic Administrator Freese." said ex-Attor- 
ney-General Hart last night. "Mrs. James 
is a good, pure woman and she will tight 
to the last for her rights and those of her 
unborn child. The question of renting the 
entire property at 925 Howard street comes 
up to-morrow and I will be there to fight 
it. If they want an autopsy held on the 
body of . Dr. James, well and good. We 
have no objection, hut then we will ask to 
have a representative there while the 
operation is being performed and the la- 
quest held. " .

WARRING PORT WARDENS, 



Governor Budd's Board Fails 
to Present Its Creden- 
' tlals. v- ■ 



THE OLD BOARD HOLES ON. 



Insists That It Has a Year to Serve 
and Will Fight to the 
End. 



Two Boards of Port Wardens are now 
guarding the interests of the shipping in 
port, but only one board is deriving any 
benefit from the office. Governor Budd's 
appointees were fo present their creden- 
tials yesterday, the first of the month, and 
demand that Messrs. Watson, Gage and 
Martin give up their seats, but they failed to 
put in an appearance and the old broad 
held the fort and will probably continue to 
do so until next March, when their com- 
missions expire. Samuel Bnunhart is 
the only one of the Governor's appointees 
who succeeded in getting into office. He 
took Thurston's place, that Port Warden 
having officiated four years, while the 
others have only been in three years. 
Messrs. Harney, Provost and Atwood arc 
the gentlemen who are out in the cold, but 
they are doing precisely as their prede- 
cessors did four years ago — awaiting their 
turn. They are' nest, but all the chairs 
are full. They were at the office of the 
Port Wardens Saturday afternoon, but ac- 
complished nothing further than learning 
something of their duties and a little law 
in the case. 

There had been some talk of going into 
the courts if the Port Wardens who are 
now in refused to go out. Watsori, Gage 
and Martin have emphatically refused to 
go and they all say that they will fight the 
matter vigorously if it is pressed. 

"We are perfectly satisfied," said Captain 
Gage yesterday, "that our commissions 
hold for four years, having learned that 
lesson from oiir predecessors. I do not 
think that the new appointees will go to 
law about the matter. If they do, we will 
go with them, that is all, 8hould they do 
this our fees will go on while the suit is 
pending, as we will have to do the work all 
the while, and a law passed in 1891 covers 
that case. The suit would not, in all prob- 
ability be decided until our term of office 
expired." 

Major Harney, a member of the new 
board, says that he does not desire to enter 
upon bis duties until his appointment goes 
into effect, but he wants to be sure that his 
successor, whoever he may be, cannot oust 
him at the end of three years. 

The appointment of the present board 
was an illegal act, but that question has 
not entered into the controversy. The law 
says that at least two members of the 
board shall be qualified shipmasters and 
Captain John Gage is the only master 
mariner on the board. Captain Gage ac- 
knowledged this fact yesterday morning, 
but said that it was too late to bring up the 
question of the board's legality. 

Port Warden Braunbart is breaking 
himself in to the new duties upon which 
he has entered, and he promises to be a 
success. The principal part of these duties, 
it must be understood, consists in over- 
seeing the discharging of cargoes. Yester- 
day a -vessel in ballast went alongside at 
Green-street wharf and "Sammy " ran up 
to the offico and breathlessly informed 
those present that a big ship had just 
got in. 

"She must have lots of cargo," he ex- 
claimed, "for she is high up above the 
wharf." 

The new Port Warden was informed 
that ships which were full lay very low in 
the water, and that this one was empty. 
Sammy stood the cigars, arid said that 
he would know enough about ships to run 
a yacht before he got through with the 
business. 

At the present time there is more busi- 
ness for Port Wardens than there has been 
in a year.

CRICAGO. III.. April 1.— The rains, which broke

Wheat started with &*c break on heavy rains in 
the winter wheat belt. The market was very much 
excited at the opening. From-545-sc to 55c was bid 
for May in different parts of the pit at the same 
moment, but the price soon began to steady itself 
at around 547 g c, with more buyings than sellers at 
that price. The visible supply figures, as they were 
oelng received; supplied a motive for accelerating 
the covering operations of the shorta. and the price 
gradually worked up on the encouragement thua 
given It until it touched 5514c. 

The exports from the Atlantic ports were fairly 
liberal, amounting to. wheat and flour, about 430,- 
000 bushels, so that along w-ith some talk of the 
recent advance In silver being a benefit to wheat, 
■ was of further assistance In steadying the market 
from Its first break. Primary market receipts, all 
told, were 316,000. as against 431.000 bushels last 
vear. The decrease In the visible was given at 
1,458.000 bushels. The quantity of wheat on ocean 
passage decreased 480.000. 

The visible supply figures weakened values when 
first posted, but later were regarded as somewhat 
bullish. Owing to that the price waa well main- 
tained at about 56c notwiths.anding rather easier 
foreign market. The changing of long wheat from 
May to July widened the spread between the two. 
May closed at 55L 8 e bid and July at 56VaC. The 
Orange Jadd Farmer says that present general 
condition of the winter wheat is 85.4 percent, 
which is below the conditions a year ago, just after 
the severe frost that occurred then. A year ago the 
Government gave the condition at 86.7 per cent. 

Corn was dull and averaged w-eak until the close, 
when some shorts appeared to dislike the prospect 
of having a few thousand short over a holiday and 
put the market nearly level with Saturday's clos- 
ing figures as the session was nearing its end. The 
opening for May was 46V4C as compared with 
46&/fec od Saturday afternoon, and It closed to-day 
at 4Bt/5@46*/fec. The day's receipts were 136 cars, 
and for to-mbrrow- 100 can are estimated, the lat- 
ter being one strengthening influence of the day. 
The visible showed an increase of 11,000 as com- 
pared with a decrease of 62.000 a year ago. 

A fair business was transacted In oats. The rain 
waa very influential In creating free long selling at 
the opening. In which Congdon figured principally. 
The crowd evidently oversold heavily, for the later 
market waa compoaed greatly of buyera who dur- 
ing tbefore part of the session were the heavy dis- 
posers. The visible supply showed a decrease in 
oats of 167,000 bushels, which was very forward 
In assisting the late advance. May started at 29»4c 
sold at 29%c, and sold up to 30c, at which price It 
closed. July ranged from 28",ic up to 28%(*29c, 
ending at 27 ■ , . 

Th> provision market waa Inclined to weakness 
and In the end showed declines compared with Sat- 
urday's closing orlces of from 10c to 12Vjc lo pork, 
714c in lard and 2*Ac in ribs. The receipts of hogs 
to-day numbered 30,000 and the run for to morrow 
waa only expected to be about 18,000. Some tak- 
ing of profits by tongs who expected to load again 
on a further decline was the reason generally given 
for the weakness, harbored to some extent by the 
lower prices for wheat and corn.

flavor Davie does not assume his seat 
.-until to-day, but big inaugural message to 
th.e'City Council, which took the reins of 
government in hand last evening, was read 
ou the convening of that bod?. He re- 
viewed the figures taken from the books of 
various city officials, showing that while 
the increase of expense for the maintenance 
of the eity government from 1889 to 18fU 
had only been 3S>^ per cent, the re- 
ceipts from taxation had increased during 
the same period by 40 per cent, while 
the assessed value of Oakland property had 
increased but 23 per cent. He argued from 
this that taxation should be materially re- 
duced and asked the careful consideration 
of the t'ouhcil on that subject. 

Alter touching on the question of public 
park*, and calling the attention of the Ootin- 
- cil-.to. the vast advantages of numerous 
and extensive public 'grounds he took up 
the School Department and advised the 
utmost caution in the expenditure of funds 
for school buildings. 

In refereurr !•> the Third and Sixth 
AVard seboolhOuses, he charged that there 
havl been grn-- mismanagement in the ex- 
penditure of the funds realized from the 
sale of school bonds. In the same section 
of- the document he referred particularly to 
the necessity for industrial and manual 
training in the public schools and advised 
that the Board of Education take measures 
to perfect the courses now in vogue in Oak- 
land's institutions of learning. 

In refc rence to the changes which have 
been made in the operation of the Seventh- 
street local train, the Mayor said: 

I am clearly of the opinion that the company 
has no legal authority to charge tare within 
the city limits. The com pan > practically ad- 
mits that it ha- not this legal right l.v waking 
it* local tickets go<«d to a point outride the 
city; it admitted it by carrying passengers 
without cbatT for a period of thirty 
years; it onmlued it by posting in Us cars 
notices that It could not charge fare, and It ad- 
mitted It by not charging fare. 

The company makes loud ptoclamation that 
it has had to tarry passengers free. This is a 
misstatement. The company has never carried 
a passenger free, it carried the people of ' tak- 
land without charge as a consideration for the, 
franchise which permits it to run cars propelled 
by steam at the rate of thirty miles per hour 
through the very center of the city. No other 
city 6i 00,000 people in the {Tutted States'is 
subjected to the hazard and Inconvenience im- 
posed by such a- franchise. 

Whatever may have been the pledges and 
promises of the railroad company to the people 
in return for the extraordinary privileges it 
enjoys, it is certain that the Council has the 
right to fix the fare down to a figure that en- 
ables the road to earn only operating expenses 
and but 10 per cent on thecost of construction. 

An ordinance fixine the fare at one-fonrth of 
a cent per person between W est Oakland and 
the eastern hmit oi the eity would, I have no 
doubt, be within "the provisions of the act of 
the Legislature approved Stay 20, ISol, which 
ts the law authorizing the. building of this 
loieal sys.tem of raiiroaa. 

Had the Company complied y.irh the condi- 
tions upon which it obtained permission to lay 
down the tSeveatu-street track its franchise 
would continue some eighteen years longer, 
bur as It has undoubtedly forfeited its right to 
move cars by steam Alom: that street the ques- 
tion -of franchise need not be considered in the 
formulation of an ordinance prohibiting the 
moving of trains by steam on that line. 

1'nacr the head of Port of KiiLry the 
Mayor called attention to the fact that 
while Oakland has nine miles of water 
front only 300 feet arc under the actual 
control of the city government. He 
thought the Council and the Merchants' 
Exchange should conferon the subject and 
try to rind some way of getting what be- 
longs to the city and be continued: \ 

A q notion of great importance to the people 
of this city 1s that of the suits pendintr to de- 
termine toe title of the «at> r front.

The suit brought in the t'nited States Supreme 
Court by theState in which the citv undertook 
to Intervene but fol e i has been dismissed. In 
my judgment the city r.ould have been much 
better off financially and nearer a speed v de- 
termination oi : the controversy had she inter- 
vened In the suit brought by the Oakland 
Water-front Company aga::,st Doane, Domeron 
et al. 

On the contrary she saw r.t to incur great ex- 
pense tor counsel fees and i —ts, which might 
have been avoided. 

Bntitwill be mv -pleasure as it will be mv 
duty while I am Mayor to see that all these 
suits are diligently prosecute*!, and If possible 
under my administration, hastened to final 
determination. 

The Mayor was positive in his opinion 
that all streets leading to the water front 
should be opened to the water, and said 
that the Peralta land grant whuhhad thus 
far kept such a project from being carried 
out was a bugbear concocted by the rail- 
road company, which could be located or 
dislocated at the pleasure of the corpora- 
tion. In conclusion be said : 

1 believe the city should open all streets be- 
tween Atlee and Market and elsewhere, across 
the ao-cf Med private property that has been 
created bv embankments ana debris deposits 
at once and keep them open, thus giving the 
claimants of the so-called private property an 
opportunity to locate theortglnal Peralta Kram 
line, to do which they must produce the official 
map which so mysteriously disappeared from 
the Secretary of State's office about the time It 
was needed in Oakland. 

Mr. Davie advocated the formation of a 
water park in West Oakland, saving that 
by buying 400 to tiOO acres of marsh land 
and expending a few thousands of dollars 
in reclaiming "and beautifying it the city 
could have a magnificent public pleasure 
ground such as is often found in Eastern 
cities, 

Referring to the seawall whioh has been 
advocated, be said . that such a structure 
was of the utmost importance to the city 
and that immediate steps should be taken 
to build it. He said that the day was not 
far distant when the towing of grain to 
S«jd Francisco from Port Costa would be S 
thing of the past and the wheat of the State 
would be put on shipboard at West Oak- 
land; -Continuing he said : 

''akland is the natural terminus of all rail 
mails- touching Han Francisco Bay. The rail- 
road that would carry the products of the two 
great valleys of the State will come into this 
city. As 1 write these words the projectors of 
the San Francisco and San Joaquin Valley Rail- 
road are undetermined as to the tine ol their 
road, yet I here and now predict that they will 



come to Oakland. It is almost impossible for a 
road running out of San Francisco now to get 
into the lower portion of the San Joaquin Val- 
ley. There are no practical passes through the 
Coast Range between Liverinore Pass and Pa- 
checo Pass. The route by Livermore Pass is 
occupied. Via Pacheco Pass the San Joaquin 
\ alley is entered 150 miles from Stockton, 
which loses the road bv that route a very large 
share of the valley trade. 

From Oakland there are vet two unoccupied 
routes to the San JoaquiD Vallev, over which 
railroads may bo constructed. I believe we 
shall get the new railroad. But something 
does not come from nothing. If we would 
have a competing road we must work. Our 
local committee is doing well, but we must do 
still better. We ought to have a subscription 
of at least half a million dollars. Our location 
is in our favor, but we must not rely too much 
on that. Overconfidenee as often leads to 
failure as apatliv and Indifference. We should 
work as though everything depended upon 
our efforts. It is a saying that God helps those 
who help themselves. Let us help ourselves. 
W hen it is known that this new road will cer- 
tainly run out of Oakland, we shall enter upon 
an era of prosperity such as we have not felt 
for a quarter of a century. The prire is worth 
a united effort. Let us make It. 

I think it would be well for yon, gentlemen 
ot the Council, to confer with the projectors of 
the Ban Joaquin Valley Railroad, as a commit- 
tee oi ( ity officials, and to give them assur- 
ances of your good faith in affording them 
every facility in securing a satisfactory right 
of way and such other accommodations as they 
may require and it is your power to afford. As 
1 have said, the citizens are working* with 
tnat earnestness that guarantees success. The 
officiall of the city may aid in the good work of 
united and friendly cooperation. 

In reference to this subject he said: 

Elsewhere I have stated that the only decis- 
ion yet rendered in the water-front suits is in 
javor of the city. This being the oase I think 
it but just that the occupants and lessees of 
such portions of the wharves and other por- 
tions of the water front as are not covered by 
Injunctions issued from the United States 
courts be required to pav the rent money now 
paid to the railroad company, the Merrltt es- 
tate and others, into the city treasury. If 
the rirst decision 1* in favor of the city the 
money will be in the treasurv. If It is not col- 
lected as snegested It will never be refunded. 

In conclusion, gentlemen, permit me to say 
that. while I am Mavor, I will be Mayor of the 
entire city. What I believe to be right that I 
will do. As my legal adviser, the City Attor- 
ney , directs, I shall act. My energies and best 
efforts shall be tor Oakland and lor Oakland's 
advancement and prosperlrv. I have no ene- 
mies to punisn and uo friends to reward at the 

I expense of the taxpayer. No Interest of this 
city shall suffer that I* may indulge my dislike

Death of P. H. Smith. 
P. H. Smith, the well-known pioneer 

j business man of Oakland, who was injured 

: bv falling off an electric-car at Eighth and 

I Market street? on Sunday evening, died at 

I 1:30 o'clock yesterday morning without 

I having regained consciousness. 

An inquest was held yesterday, when it 

1 was developed that Mr. Smith, who was 73 
years of age, had attempted to alight from 
the car without waiting for it to stop, and 

I ha<l fallen backward, striking his head on 
the pavement with sufficient force to frac- 

! tnre his skull. The jury repdered a ver- 
dict in accordance with the facts, laying 
no blame on the employes of the company. 

Deceased was one of the earliest Ameri- 
can settlers in California, arriving here 
before the discovery of gold. He was a 
soldier in the army of General Winficld 
Scott when that officer invaded Mexico. 

At the close of the war he came to Cali- 
fornia, engagine in mining and farming. 
He was located for many years at Marys- 
ville, later removing to this city and resid- 
ing with his daughter, Mrs. 0. K. Hop- 
kins, at 914 Tenth street, where he died. 
The funeral will he held to-morrow.

Hurt by an Klertrir Car.

The bituminous rock order of the Super- 
visors was settled at the meeting of the 
board yesterday afternoon, as it was hoped 
it would be, but it was not settled right. 
Therefore, according to the spirit of the 
time, it was not settled. 

Eight members of the board voted for the 
order: Joseph King, Peter A. Scully, C. E. 
Benjamin, Alphonse Hirsch, E. C. Hughes, 
Chris Dunker, A. W. Morganstern, Edward 
L. Wagner. 

Four members voted against tying the 
city up to a Southern Pacific monopoly in 
the matter of securing the bituminous rock 
for its city streets: Joseph I. Dimond, C. 
L. Taylor, A. B. Spreckels, J. K. C. Hobbs. 

And now it remains to be seen what the 
Mayor will do in the matter. Should he 
veto it the four who voted against the order 
would certainly sustain him, and this 
would be sufficient to overthrow it as nine 
votes are necessary to pass an ordinance 
over a veto. 

In the re port of the Street Committee a 
long argument was incorporated on behalf 
of the order and a resolution indorsing 
was added. At the conclusion of its read- 
ing Supervisor Hughes, not waiting for the 
chairman of the committee, as is usual in 
such cases, quickly moved its adoption. 

Chairman Spreckels as quickly offered 
an amendment excepting the resolution. 
Mayor Sutro, under a misapprehension, 
put the question on the adoption of the re- 
port, and Mr. Spreckels asked for a roll- 
call, and the vote on this was the same as 
above. No exception was taken to the fact 
that the question was not put on the 
amendment, as it was apparent that the 
result would have been the same; and, be- 
sides, the main question was to come up 
later on the order itself, as it did, with the 
result stated. 

M;iyor Sutro submitted the following 
communication to the board with regard to 
the theft of a block on O'Farrell street by 
the Market-street Railway Company on 
Saturday: 

To the Honorable the Board of Superritort of the 
City aud County of Han Francitexy— Oentlejcen: 
On Saturday. March 30, information reached 
me that the Market-street Railway Company 
had seized a block on O'Farrell street, between 
Scott and Devisadero, and had proceeded to 
tear np the street and lay rails thereon, with- 
out authority of law. as it bos a franchise for 
onlv a portion of said, block. 

\s Mayor of the city 1 requested the Superinten- 
dent of Streets to stop rSe work. He dispatched 
a deputy to the place and gave due notice to 
the men to quit. They did leave the work, but 
no sooner hod the deputy turned his bock than 
the men resumed, of which I was promptly in- 
formed by telephones I then proceeded to the 
spot myself and requested the Chief of Tolice 
to send a squad of his men, which he promptlv 
did. 

Before the arrival of the polic* I gave notice 
to the foreman of the gang that they were un- 
lawfully engaged and that they must quit, to 
which they paid no attention. After the police 
arrived I aeain gave notice that they must 
quit, if not thev would be arrested ; thereupon 
they took np their tools and left. The police 
have been in charge ever since, aud no further 
work has been done. 

I call the attention of your Honorable Board 
to these facts with the request that jon order 
the Superintendent of Streets to proceed im- 
mediately to the spot, tear up the rails and ties 
and restore the street to its original state at the 
expense of the Market-street Railroad Com- 
pany. 

If a small criminal commits an unlawful act 
he is arrested and promptly punished. I can- 
not see why s powerful corporation which com- 
mits grand larceny should not be equally dealt 
with. II you permit It to steal a street and 
after it has been stolen give it a right to retain 
the stolen property you break down all prin- 
ciples of law, honesty and propriety. Respect- 
fullv submitted, Aooira Sctbo, Mayor. 

Dated April 1,1893. 

The communication was referred to the 
Street Committee. Subsequently after 
Mayor Sutro had left the chair and Super- 
visor Taylor had been called to it, Super- 
visor Dimond offered the following resolu- 
tion, which was adopted : 

Rtiolrtd, That the attention of his Honor 
the Mayor is hereby called to the provision of 
order No. 284* prohibiting all persons, com- 
panies or corporations from commencing work 
on the public streets under any franchise or 
privilege until notice fs served of their inten- 
tion so to do at least forty-eight hours before 
the public streets are lorn up or disturbed, and 
he is hereby required as the chief executive of 
this municipality to perform the duty expected 
and required by causing a strict compliance 
with the provisions of said order on the part of 
all persons, companies and corporations hav- 
ing franchises, aim to this end, In case of a vio- 
lation, to swear out warrants and cause the 
arrest and punishment of all parties failing to 
observe the conditions expressed by said order. 

Mr. Dimond, in presenting the" order, 
made a little speech, saying it was time to 
put a stop to the theft of our streets; that 
this order had been made only a week ago, 
but already it had been violated ; if the 
order was not strong enough to meet the 
purpose then it was time to find that out 
also, for some measure must be taken to 
meet the evil. The speech provoked some 
applause from the lobby. 

The report of the Street Committee in 
the matter of the petition of the People's 
Railroad, known as the Sutro road, and of 
which Mayor Sutro is president, for an ex- 
tension of" time in which to complete its 
undertaking and upon the protests filed 
against it. contained the following: 

Whatever be the merits of these complaints, 
in Justice to bis Honor, the Mayor, who is 
president of the road immediately con- 
cerned, your committee are of the opinion that 
an opportunity should be given the said com- 
pany to meet these accusations and set the 
matters complained of at rest. 

While your committee see no reason at pres- 
ent for refusing a reasonable extension of time, 
although ssch action has never been taken in 
the cose of any railroad heretofore, yet, as 
onlv a vear"s time was asked lor. and granted, 
there can be no objection to further extend 
the time, if the conditions imposed have been 
carried out. 

The only purpose in granting the valuable 
privileges for a consideration by and for the 
public is to have material used in the construc- 
tion manufactured in this State and to aid its 
manufacturers and give employment to our 
artisans, and this is the most important fea- 
ture, as our people have at last arrived at the 
conclusion that good faith must be observed to 
build up our Industries and patronage of the 
manufacturers, and as every one Is aware the 
solicitation of estimates from manufacturers 
in the East for any material that can be manu- 
factured here is not an evidence of good faith, 
nor Is it an intention to carry out what is de- 
sired or required. 

As stated, this inquiry to be made is to afford 
his Honor, Mayor Sutro, the grantee of this 
franchise, an opportunity which, there can be 
no doubt, he desires, and to make a statement 
which, it is hoped, will set these complaints at 
rest, and to enable this to be done your com- 
mittee will introduce resolutions on this sub- 
ject for yonr consideration and action. 

The resolutions, which came along in 
their proper order of business.were adopted 
without discussion. They read as follows: 

Wiiebeas, A petition of William McDermott 
«as tiled in the office of the Clerk on March 25, 
1893, requesting the board, before taking 
action on the petition of the Sutro Railroad 
Company for an extension of time, to lake testi* 
mony regarding the statements made by said 
company as to whether or not the material 
used in the construction of said road ware 
manufactured in California, and that an ex- 
tension of not more than three months be 
granted at any one time, therefore. 

Retolved, That the Sutro Railroad Com- 
pany be and Is hereby requested to furnish 
this board with a statement, verified by Its 
president and secretary, showing the material 
furnished in the construction of Its road: also 
the material and machinery required and not 
yet purchased . 

And, npon the filine of said statement, the 
Committee on Streets, Wharves, etc., are hereby 
requested to make such inquiries and examina- 
tions a* may be necessary to ascertain whether 
or not the said railroad company has com- 
plied with the conditions of its franchise; also 



to inquire and report to this board under what 
authority the said company nsed the T-rail iu 
the construction of its rood. 

The proceedings of yesterday were 
opened by Supervisor Taylor reviving a 
custom which was in vogue some fifteen 
years ago. he says, but which is a duty re- 
quired of the Supervisors by the consolida- 
tion act to be performed quarterly. He 
made a verbal report upon the condition of 
the schools, streets, population, health and 
industries of his ward, the eighth, report- 
ing them all in good condition, the in- 
dustries being qualified by the hard times. 

A resolution from the Judiciary Com- 
mittee dismissing the suit against Ghirar- 
delli and Irvine as bondsmen for Robert 
Rutledgeif they shall pay the $.300 attor- 
ney's fees contracted by the city was 
passed. 

Upon the clerk reading the order pre- 
sented by Agent Holbrook of the Society 
for the Prevention of Vice, designed to 
banish all pictures or figures of the nude 
or aenii-nude human form, as well as such 
publications as the Police Gazette, Super- 
visor Dimond moved that it be referred 
back to the Health and Police Committee, 
which was done. He said that numbers of 
persons, chiefly artists, had been to him, 
requesting that it be remodeled, as the 
order as it stands would interfere with the 
work of artists and the art school. 

The board will meet again on Wednes- 
day.

There is one thing above all others that we 
must secure, and that is the confidence of the 
Eastern capitalist. We waut to cultivate busi- 
ness tact and diplomacy, so as not to antagon- 
ize the people with whom we desire business 
relations, some of onr commercial laws are

The police have been unable to learn 
anything about the two odd weapons 
which were found in the room of Yicenzo 
Palmi, alias Parma, the slayer of Eugenio 
de Leva. Officer George Rioraan has been 
busy since the Saturday evening murder 
trying to subpena witnesses, but he has 
found it hard work. He ha3 made inqui- 
ries about the knife and the peculiar club, 
but the people of the neighborhood say 
they know nothing of such contrivances. 

The police believe that Palmi, alias 
Purma, is not the only man who carries 
poisoned stilettos and miniatnre cannibal- 
island warclubs. The fact that the mur- 
derous weapons were found in Palmi's 
room shows him to a dangerous character, 
and his story that he picked the revolver 
out of Leva's pocket and killed him with 
his own weapon is no longer believed. 

Nothing like the weapons found in 
Palmi's room have ever been seen by the 
police, and those at the old City Hall sta- 
tion have had reason to believe they have 



obnoxious, and they will have to be repealed 
before wc really establish thorough confi- 
dence between the tar East and the West.

Id 
Cincinnati the business men were doing fairly 
well, but in New Orleans stagnation reimted. 
The feuds between the blacks and the whites 
will ruin that country unless the United States 
Government steps in and makes some radical 
changes. 

Our electrie-road system should be extended 
at once. In Cincinnati you can ride eight and 
a half miles on one of the best equipped roads 
in the lotted States for 5 cents. You can go 
from the Fountain to Fort Thomas, or to Cov- 
ington or Newport, all for a nickel. The road 
Is built across the Ohio River, and must have 
cost enormous sums. It Is a big thing for Cin- 
cinnati, however, and brings large volumes of 
trade to the parent city. It is a great detri- 
ment to San rrancisco that our electric roads 
do not reach out for the small towns around 
the bay and in the interior. The fare to San 
Mateo by the electric road should not be more 
than a nickel, and a law to that effect should 
be passed. 

One thing I am glad to be able to sav, and 
that is that our streets are the cleanest in the 
Union, with one exception, and that Is Phila- 
delphia Wc are not such buck numbers after 
all, and if we only keep pushing ahead and get 
that valley road under way we will be fairly on 
the road to prosperity. I'm glad to be home; 
glad to be once more in God's own country.

seen about all made in the known world. 
The stiletto is evidently an old heirloom, 
and must have been brought from some 
foreign country. The handle is only three 
inches long, but is oval and fits in the 
fingers of the hand so well that it could 
not be easily knocked out. The handle is 
of ivory and ornamented brass. The blade 
is five and half inches long. Many years 
ago it must have had some engravings on 
it. as there are some traces at present. 
The peculiar features of the stiletto are 
three holes cut through the very center of 
the blade. The two end holes are ordi- 
nary round holes, but the middle one is 
rectangular in shape and one inch long. 
In thl9 slot is placed a thin brass tongue, 
which is intended to carry poison into a 
wound. 

The club is the oddest weapon ever cap- 
tured by the police of this city. It can do 
more than the work of a billy "orslungshot, 
though about the sise of those weapons. 
When closed it is nine inches long, and 
has the appearance of an umbrella handle 
with a spiked knob on the end of it. The 
handle of the club is like an ordinary 
straight cane handle. The knob at the 
end can be pulled out, and when it is a 
jointed brass rod three inches long is re- 
vealed. This holds the knob to the handle. 
The brass rod is in three parts, and has in 
the center a sort of double hinge, similar 
to those on parasols. This permits an 
additional swing to be given to the deadly 
knob when it is hurled at some unfortu- 
nate's head. From ail appearances the 
weapon has been used several times, as the 




Brutal Murder of a White Trader Near 
Butaritarl, in the 

Seas. 



The bark Helen W. Aliuy, which arrived 
from the Gilbert Group in the South Pacific 
on Saturday last, brought the news of the 
murder of a white trader by a native police- 
man, which seems to have been as unpro- 
voked as it was bmtai. 

The crime was committed last August. 
The murdered man, whose name was 
Kansgeser, kept a store about three miles 
out from ButaritarL. While standing in 
front of his store one evening the police- 
man ordered him inside, and upon his re- 
fusal to comply with the order the native 
sprung upon him and with a knife cut him 
to pieces. 

The British Commissioner heard the 
case and held the native for murder. The 
accused and the witnesses on both sides 
were sent to Fiji, where the trial has been 
very probably held and the murderer 
executed. 

Since the British protectorate has been 
established over the Oilbert Group taxes 
have been increased considerably. It now 
costs a trading vessel $500 per annum to 
operate among the islands, and any vessel 
which 1 does not take out a license must pay 
|S0 for each landing. A trader has to pay 
$25 a year for a license, and besides this 
there is a polltax of $5 a year.

DAINTY DISHES TO ORDER. 



Mrs. E. M. Hinckley Tells Her 
Cooking Class How to 
Prepare Them. 



Creme de Celery— Oyster and Mush- 
room Pate — Orange Marma- 
lade Pudding. 



"When I prepare my dishes before yon," 
said Mrs. E. M. Hinckley to her cooking- 
class at 703 Sutter street, yesterday after- 
noon, "I do so in the most economical 
manner, and at the same time prepare 
delicious, palatable food that is fit for any 
one's table." 

The dainty dishes that the teacher of 
cooking prepared during the afternoon 
proved i.hc truth of these remarks. The 
menu was: "Creme de celery soup," "vol - 
au-vent of mushrooms and oysters," 
"rough puff paste" and "orange marma- 
lade pudding. 

The creme de celerv soup is a delicious 
composition, but it requires watching as 
it, in a moment, may catch at the bottom 
of the pan and be lost, for soup that has a 
flavor of burn to it is the worst thing that 
can be laid before any one. 

"There is one thing that I wish to im- 
press on you, ladies," said Mrs. Hinckley, 
"and that is, the fire in your range, be it 
wood, coal or gas— watch it constantly, do 
not let it get too hot, nor let it get too low, 
for if you do the one or the other, you will 
spoil what you have in the pans. Now to 
prevent this soup, or any other pure, from 
catching i' should be cooked in a double 
pot," and she explained her meaning by 
showing one saucepan that fits in another 
half filled with boiling water. 

The mystery of this soup was explained 
and the members of the class became 
deeply interested in the ways of the dem- 
onstrator. She then explained what in- 
gredients are necessary to make rough puff 
paste for the vol-au-vent and which may be 
used for meat pies. This, like other puff 
paste, must be made in a cool room and 
the ingredients should be kept in an ice- 
chest. "I could do without many things 



in the kitchens," said Mrs. Hinckley, "but 
not without an icechest." 

To make this paste she uses two-thirds 
of a pound of butter, a pound of sifted 
flour, half a teaspoonful of baking-powder, 
if desired, and mixes with .. , water. The 
mode of mixing and rolling was shown, 
the paste was allowed to rest on ice, and in 
due time it was put out of sight and taken 
from the oven a nicely puffed paste of light 
golden brown. In the hollow, made for 
the purpose, was placed a delicate prepara- 
tion of mushrooms and oysters, with cream 
sauce, the whole proving a Tery palatable 
dish. 

On the subject of mushrooms, the 
demonstrator said that cultivated ones take 
longer to cook, those from the fields are 
the easiest cooked, but that if it was de- 
sired to hare mushrooms for show then 
French ones should be used. 

The course, which was attended by the 
majority of the ladies who were present on 
the previous Monday, was brought to a 
close by the compounding and cooking of 
marmalade pudding, a toothsome dish that 
was relished" by the class. 

Mrs. Hinckley had used California mar- 
malade, which is very sweet, but she ex- 
plained that the proper article to use is 
that imported one which is slightly bitter, 
"but," she added, "it is bard to educate 
people to that taste." 

The menu next Monday will be bisque, 
tomcods a la Tartar and Chantllly pud- 
ding. 

HE MIT SELL 



Max Wasserman Believes in 
Holding All His Val- 
uable Stock. 



It Is Admitted That There Is No 
Criminal Intent on the 
Part ofCSIoss. 



Another day of letters, of objection to 
testimony and of fights between attorneys 
in consequence, of. stockbooks and assets, 
was passed in the Wasserman-Sloss case 
before Judge Troutt yesterday. Max Was- 
serman, the plaintiff, was on the stand 
most of the day, and the greater part of nis 
testimony was direct examination. Mr. 
Thomas, who represents Sloss, was given 
three-quarters of an hour at cross-examina- 
tion toward the latter part of the afternoon. 

Lewis Gerstle's letters to Wasserman 
were the subject of frequent rows between 
the attorneys, and much adverse ruling of 
the court. The prosecution wanted to 
show that Gerstle knew all about the stock 
transaction between Wasserman and Sloss, 
and that he was referring to it in all the 
obscure sentences in his letters to Wasser- 
man between 1888 and 1890. Many of these 
letters were not admitted by Judge Troutt, 
but thev were submitted all the same by 
Mr. Do"rn. Washerman's attorney, with a 
persistence that at times met with success. 

One letter which was ad misted referred 
to the remaining 1000 shares in the Alaska 
Commercial Company's stock which Was- 
herman held after he had donated the 400 
shares which have led to all this litigation. 
The letter showed that Mr. Gerstle wanted 
to buy the 1000 shares from Wasserman for 
$100 apiece, which was then par value. 
Wasserman would not sell, however, and 
the negotiations came to naught. It was 
with the idea of showing that if Wasser- 
man refused to sell 1000 shares at $100 
a share he would hardly without some ob- 
ject sell 400 shares at $80 a share that this 
testimony was introduced. 

During the day one material fact was 
drawn from the attorneys for Wasserman. 
Mr. Xougues, in arguing some point ot 
law which bad arisen, emphatically stated 
that Mr. Wasserman did not charge Mr. 
Sloss with actual fraud, perjury, embezzle- 
ment and kindred crimes, but did so only 
in a legal sense. He did not think that 
Mr. Sloss was in personal error regarding 
the peculiar transfers, but he insisted there 
was true legal fraud. This was something 
of an admission, in view of the fact that 
the complaint charges that Sloss willfully 
and feloniously, fraudulently and errone- 
ously holds stock which rightfully belongs 
to Wasserman. 

Wasserman's testimony on cross-exami- 
nation was particularly interesting on one 
point. He has what is called a "strong- 
box" fortune, or, in other words, his for- 
tune is all in the papers he has locked in 
his box. He need do nothing but clip cou- 
pons. He does not sell his stock because 
it pavs good enough interest as it is, and 
he lives on the income from his invest- 
ments.

Valley Road Directors Formally 
Select a Starting 
Point. 



WORK WILL OPEN NEXT WEEK 



This Action, However, Does Not In- 
terfere With the Santa 
Clara Project. 



Stockton's offer to the valley road has 
been accepted, that action having been 
taken at a full meeting of the board of di- 
rectors -yesterday, and the favorable intel- 
ligence was conveyed tothe people of that 
city in the following telegram: 

Sax Francisco, April 1, 189S. 

P. A. Burll, Frcfident Stockton Commercial Ae- 
gociatron, Stockton. Co!.— The board of directors 
of the San Francisco and San Joaquin Valley 
Railway Company, in board assembled, ratify 
and approve committee's action accepting 
Stockton's offer, it being understood that the 
right of wav outside of city limit be 100 feet 
wide. Alexander Mackin, Secretary. 

The principal topic of discussion at the 
meeting yesterday, aside from the proposi- 
tion made by Stockton, was the matter of 
surveys and a decision was reached that a 
corps should take the field at once, Stock- 
ton, of course, being the initial point at 
which work will begin. 

There appears to be an impression abroad 
that the action of thedirector* in determin- 
ing to begin work at Stockton will have 
the effect of shutting out San Jose and the 
Santa Clara Valley. Such, however, is an 
erroneous idea, as was ascertained by the 
answer President Spreckels made yesterday 
to a Question upon that subject. 

"Will your determination to run to Stock- 
tou have the effect of preventing the con- 
struction of a line through the Santa Clara 
Valley?" was asked. 

"Xot in the least," said he. "We are go- 
ing to build one line to Stockton, and now 
we will look into the advantages of other 
sections, where more road may be built." 

There is no doubt but that the board is 
making every effort to solve the problem 
of how a road can most cheaply be run 
from China Basin out of the city in the 
direction of San Jose. There arc some 
puzzling features in a route of that char- 
acter, but it is believed by the board that 
they can all be successfully overcome. 

. Engineer Storey says that the first sur- 
veying corps which goes out will comprise 
ten or fifteen men, and that other parties 
will take tne field as soon as practicable. 
It is expected that the Commercial Asso- 
ciation of Stockton, which has been the 
moving spirit in securing the line for that 
city, will materially assist in the work of 
rinding an outlet from the city proper, and 
the labors of the surveyors will be con- 
fined to the outside territory. 

Applications for a hearing continue to 
reach the board lrom outside towns which 
wish to be considered before the route of 
road is definitely decided upon. Modesto 
is the last to come forward, and a letter 
from the citizens of that place yesterday 
stated that they were anxious that the 
board should set a date at which they 
would be given an audience. The board 
has as yet taken no action, but the request 
will undoubtedly be considered and the 
gentlemen be given an opportunity to pre- 
sent the inducements which they have to 
offer. 

The matter of the lease has as yet not 
been acted upon. It is probable that the 
Governor. Board of Harbor Commissioners 
and the directors of the road will hold a 
joint meeting some day this week and give 
the subject their attention. One of the 
Commissioner* said yesterday that there 
■ were some suggestions of minor importance 
which they would probably make, but that 
they would have no effect upon the general 
terms of the document as heretofore pub- 
lished. 

In the event of the construction of a line 
from this city down through the Santa 
Clara Valley, and also one between this 
city and Stockton, it is quite probable that 
the former will be tiie lirst to receive the 
attention of the board. Communication is 
already secured between here and Stock- 
ton by water, and the necessities for a 
rail line are not so pressing as they are 
for the building of the former. 

The lirst shipment of rails for the 
valley road will be made shortly from 
New York. They wili come by vessel 
around Cape Horn, and it is probable that 
they will oe taken direct to Stockton by 
water before they are unloaded. 

The matter of the election of a general 
manager for the new road does not appear 
to be worrying the directors. John D. 
Spreckels said yesterday that no necessity 
for the creation of such an official was ap- 
parent at present, and there probably 
would be none for some time to come. 

The board will hold another meeting 
this afternoon. President Spreckels yes- 
terdav signed the contract for the spikes, 
fishplates and bolts for the new road, J. 
F. Merrill, the contractor, having secured 
the same. 

Eastern capital stands ready to build a 
road through the Santa Clara Valley and 
to give it transcontinental connection with 
the Atlantic and Pacific at a point near and 
beyond Mojave. It simply awaits definite 
action by tne San Francisco and San Joa- 
quin Valley Railroad. Should the latter 
extend its "plans to provide the transpor- 
tation facilities embraced in the above 
proposition the Eastern parties will make 
HO move in the matter. In fact nothing 
will be done to interfere with the local 
project, the intention being to take up the 
work of giving the State a competing trans- 
continental road wherever it may be left 
by the San Joaquin Valley Railroad, should 
the latter not complete it. 

1. R. Wilbur is the promoter of this 
newly mentioned enterprise, which, he 
says. in no way aspires to become a rival 
of that of the San Joaquin Valley Railroad 
Company. The capitalists who are back- 
him are seeking a good field for invest- 
and contemplated doing the very 
that is now oeing so energetically 
pushed by Claus Spreckels and his cot 
leagues. 

"The project of building roads through 
the rich San Joaquin and Santa Clara val- 
leys and making a transcontinental con- 
nection with the Atlantic and Pacific Rail- 
road was originated in my mind as earl v as 
1887," said Mr.Wilbur yesterday. "I worked 
it assiduously for three years, and in 1890 
had the necessary capital interested. The 
principal Eastern capitalist was on his wav 
out here in November, 1890, ana was killed 
in a railroad accident coming into Chicago. 

"This, of course, interfered with the 
plans as outlined, but I continued to work 
on the scheme and secured new backing. 
Six of the men who stand ready to provide 
all the funds required in the project are 
now in this city: They arrived here about 
six weeks ago and will remain until the 
Ban Joaquin Valley Railroad people de- 
velop the full scope of their work. 

"They came prepared to enter the field 
at once and begin active operations but I ad- 
vised that nothing be done until the Spreck- 
els project was fully outlined. I realized 
that any attempt to carry out a rival pro- 
ject would be generally viewed as a South 
ern Pacific move to thwart or interfere 
with the plans of the new railroad. They 
listened to my counsel and nothing will 
be done to antagonize in any way the in- 
terests of the local people. 

"Should the Santa Clara field, however, 
be left open, we will tten in and build a 
road through from San Francisco to some 
point on the Atlantic and Pacific near 
Mojave. Should the San Joaquin Railroad 
directors decide to build through this ter- 
ritory as well as through the San Joaquin 
Valley, we shall leave them the field un- 
disturbed. 

"As I understand it, the plan is to build 
•nly as far as Bakersficld, making the new 
*iads simply local competing iines, with 
tan Francisco as their outlet. If this is 
the case there is capital back of me which 
will construct the gap between Bakersfield 
to a connection on the Atlantic and Pa- 



cific. This gap would not exceed 100 
miles, but would be the most expensive 
portion of the road to build, the estimated 
cost being in the neighborhood of 
$3,500,000. 

"We have already expended about 
$300,000 in surveys arid securing right of 
way, part of this being, of course, repre- 
sented in laud. 

"The proposition was to build the road, 
pay the contractors with the bonds of the 
road, which they were ready to accept, and 
place the stock in escrow in the hands of 
trustees for ten years, so as to preclude the 
possibility of the Southern Pacific securing 
control of it for at least that period."

Mining Companies in Corral Bollow Offer Big

Another railroad, or rather the revivifi- 
cation of a proposition which had its or- 
igin several years ago and which fell by the 
wayside because of the hard times which 
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C. Merrill, assistant pastor of the church, 
and Dr. Beverly MacMonagle of the hos- 
pital, were thirty young ladies attired in 
the uniform of "the training school, light 
blue gowns, white aprons, white lawn ties 
and neat little white caps. The graduates 
wore at the belt a handsome corsage 
bouquet of red roses and delicate ferns, 
while the other members of the class wore 
each a pale pink rose.

The train- 
ing school in connection with the Chil- 
dren's Hospital, from which the young 
women graduated, is the first of the kind 
established on the Pacific slope. Mnch 
credit was due to Mrs. Dr. Browne and to 
Dr. Wanzer, who had inaugurated the 
movement, and to the present manage- 
ment that had done so much to bring the 
school to its present state of perfection. 

To these young women who had devoted 
so many months to learning how to care 
for the sick the community owes a debt of 
gratitude, and should show its apprecia- 
tion of their services in time of need. On 
the other hand, the nurses owe a duty to 
those who employ them, and that is to re- 
lieve trouble and not create additional 
trouble by reportiug, as matters of idle 
gossip, that which may come under their 
observation. 

He spoke to them at length of their ob- 
ligations, the necessity for continuing their 
studies and becoming, as they may, the 
right hand of the physician. He closed by

If the Grand Jury of Sacramento County 
desires to investigate the Senatorial scan- 
dals of the recent legislative session, H. M. 
La Rue, its foreman, has a basic statement 
with which to begin. Whether he will 
attach sufficient importance to the inform- 
ation which he gathered while in this city 
to deem it his duty to summon witnesses 
to Sacramento remains to be seen. 

The disclosures which George Faylor 
made following a prior session of the Leg- 
islature came about as the result of a fail- 
ure to divide. 

All through the recent session there was 
a certain sequence of Senatorial ayes and 
noes which lent force to the belief that if 
the combine of twenty-three Senators had 
not been perfected in wholeit had at least 
in part, and that there were a number of 
Senators banded together for revenue. 

Senator Biggy charged on the floor of the 
Senate that Senator Dunn sought to in- 
duce him to enter a combine for revenue. 
There was an investigation by a Senatorial 
committee of five, composed of Senators 
Simpson, Seawell, Aram, Smith and 
Whitehurst, which on the last night of the 
session returned the Scotch verdict of "not 
proven" and recommended that the Grand 
jury of Sacramento County take up the 
investigation. Before that committee 
Julius Kahn had testified that Senator 
Dunn had told him, with reference to cer- 
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ment. twelve miles shorter than the other, 
and the quantity of| freight thereby to be | 
obtained is materially larger. 

"Eight miles frorn Livermore, in the 
midst of Corral Hollow, is situated the 

?roperty of the San Francisco and San 
oaquin Coal Company, which has a capac- 
ity of 2000 tons daily. That corporation 
has proposed a route which I think can be 
more cheaply built than any other. It 
starts from Oakland, traverses Alameda 
County, crosses Haywards Pass and thence 
passe* t!:r. Castro and Livermore val- 
leys to Corral Hollow. From the mines it 
would run south of Tracey and Banta and 
west of Lathrop to Stockton. 

"The coal company has offered great in- 
ducements for such a line. It promises 
the railroad rights of way and coaling fa- 
cilities on its extensive property and cheap 
fuel, and will also give to it all the freight, 
amounting, as I have said, to 2000 tons 
daily. Of course the corporation would 
benefit by being on a through line of rail- 
road, but the railroad would also benefit by 
handling all the coal for San Francisco and 
for Stockton, the latter being the largest 
coal consuming city in the State outside of 
the metropolis. 

"In case the route by way of Corral Hol- 
low is not selected by the "directors of the 
valley road or is not built .within a short 
time "the coal company intends to build a 
private road to some distributing point. 
There has been some talk of having a land- 
ing somewhere on the San Joaquin River, 
but the people of Stockton are now wide 
awake, and vou can quote me as saying 
that if that private line is built it will run 
to Stockton if there is any possibility of 
that city getting it. The distance to Stock- 
ton from the mines is twenty-six miles — a 
few more than to the river mentioned — but 
Stockton to secure the road will give rights 
of way to the county boundary, depot fa- 
cilities in the city proper and even more if 
necessary. 

"It will not be necessary, however, for 
the city to subscribe a great deal to secure 
that mine railroad. There is to be an elec- 
tric road, carrying both freight and passen- 
gers, built between Ix>di and Stockton. 
Rights of way have already been secured 
along the Cherokee Lane turnpike and the 
farmers have promised, besides the rights 
of way, to give the road ten acres of land 
for each half mile it skirts their property. 
A. J. Larson of Lodi and some Stockton 
capitalists are now carrying on negotia- 
tions in this city for the "building of that 
road. 

"There is, as yon must know, a great 
quantity of waste at a coal mine. The 
directors of the corporation are now con- 
sidering the advisability of putting up an 
electric plant in Stockton where their waste 
can be utilized in making electricity. They 
propose to furnish the power for this Lodi 
road and are even talking of establishing 
another line of the same kind between 
Stockton and Linden. 

"If the private railroad is built from the 
mine to Stockton it can probably be read- 
ily acquired by the valley road people in 
case they desire to extend through to this 
city." '•' .,' 

ENTHUSIASTIC 8T0CKT0NIAH8. 

Action Taken Toward Baying Property for 
the Vail. j Road. 

STOCKTON, Cal., April 1.— There was 
an enthusiastic meeting of citizens here to- 
night at the rooms of the Stockton Com- 
mercial Association, to take action in the 
matter of raising money with which to 
buy the property asked for bv the San Joa- 
quain Valley and San Francisco Railroad. 
President Buell of the Commercial Asso- 
ciation presided. A committee appointed 
for the purpose looked into the cost of the 
property required, and reported that to- 
gether with the rights of way to the 
county line it would require about $150,000. 

Senator John Boggs had knocked off 
about half the value of the tract owned bv 
him, and Charles Weber had donated the 
two blocks of land, the committee reported. 
There were a great many questions asked 
by those present relative to the rights of 
way and the time in which the work of 
construction would commence. The an- 
swers to these questions produced great 
enMiusiasm, all of them being of the most 
encouaaging nature. It was stated that 
the Council stood ready to grant all the 
rights of way. 

C. A. Thurston, passenger agent of the 
Southern Pacific Company, appeared be- 
fore the association in the' interest of the 
excursions proposed by the Half-million 
Club of San Francisco and explained the 
scope of the club and its intentions. It 
was resolved to co-operate will) the club, 
and Secretary Henderson of the Commer- 
cial Association was instructed to write for 
further particulars. It was resolved to ap- 
point committees from among those pres- 
ent to solicit subscription of money, and it 
was decided to commence this soliciting at 
once. A committee will be appointed for 
each ward and the canvass will be 
thorough. It is the desire to raise the 
money as soon as possible. Cash subscrip- 
tions amounting to several thousand dol- 
lars were made hy those present, most of 
the subscriptions being small, however. 
Meetings will be held frequently until the 
money is raised. 



nipped the financial end of the project, 
has again come tothe front and its pro- 
moters say that this time it is bound to go 
through. 

It is the company known as the San 
Francisco and West Shore Railroad, which 
is referred to, and it is to be reorganized 
under the name of the West Shore and 
Valley Railroad. 

The proposition to build this line had as- 
sumed a very favorable phase up to about 
a year ago. All the necessary arrange- 
ments had been made to float the bonds in 
the East, prominent bankers in that sec- 
tion having agreed to take the entire 
amount. But then came the financial de- 
pression of last summer and these bankers 
found it necessary to request that they be 
relieved of their obligations. 

Work had been commenced on the line 
at Halfmoon Bay, where a good deal of 
grading has been done. There have also 
been purchased a large number of tics and 
other materials which will be turned over 
to the new corporation. 

General Thomas Ewing, one of New 
York's most prominent attorneys, made 
this city a visit about a year ago, the pur- 
pose of whicn was to ascertain the feasibility 
of the proposed route. That he was pleased 
with its prospects is certain, because the 
gentlemen whom he represented agreed to 
fulfill their part of the contract— that of 
supplying the necessary means— as soon as 
he returned East and made his report. 

Although these negotiations fell through, 
the proposition has not been allowed to 
entirely die out by those who have it in 
charge in this city. C. M. Sanger, the 
president of the company, has just re- 
turned from the East, having been in New 
York for the past three months. The re- 
sults of his visit were of a quite satisfactory 
nature, and by the 10th of April it is ex- 
pected that two prominent gentlemen from 
that section will arrive in this city and 
take part in the proposed reorganization. 

It was the intention of the old company 
to stop at Halfmoon Bay, although it was 
expected that the line Would be extended 
further in time. The proposition now is 
to run the road through to Tulare, by wav 
of Santa Cruz, and a complete survey of 
the line has been made, and all the neces- 
sary right-of-way promised. In Santa 
Cruz, it is said, assurances have been given 
that a franchise will be at the disposal of 
the company which will give it an en- 
trance into the city, and in this city the 
new company will acquire the grant made 
to the San Francisco and West Shore line 
t>y the Board of Supervisors on November 
14, 1892, by which it is allowed to utilize 
certain streets, alleys, etc., in gaining ac- 
cess to the business portion. This grant 
specifies minutely the property to be util- 
ized, and a copy of if is at the company's 
office in the Crocker building. The grant 
is for a period of fifty years. 

The depot for passengers will be at 
Twenry-fourth street and Potrero avenne, 
and the freight depot will be at some point 
on the bay near the Spreckels refinery or 
the Union Iron Works.

The war which has been wRged for the 
past five years between the three local ice 
companies is at an end, and while the 
members of the companies are congratu- 
lating themselves upon the outcome some 
of the customers are in a dubious frame ol 
mind. 

The first intimation which consumers of 
ice had that the warring magnate* of the 
companies had smoked the pipe of peace 
and shaken hands across the glacial chasm 
was in the form of a card which notified 
them that on and after April 1 the prices 
would be advanced on 100-pound lots. 
The card was signed by the Union, Na- 
tional and Consumers' Ice companies, 
and by it ice was advanced to consumers 
of from ten to fifty pounds 100 per cent. 
The prices were then scaled as follows; 

Fifty to one hundred pounds, 75 cents; 100 
to 150 pounds, HO cents, 150 to 300 pounds, 50 
cents; 300 to 600 pounds, 45 cents; 600 to 
1200 pounds, 40 cents ; 1200 to 2000, 35 cents ; 
2000 to 4000, 30 cenU; 4000 and upward, 27}$ 

cents. i 

The agreement which the ice companies 
have reached is by no means satisfactory 
to the small consumers, and as they form 
the majority of the customers of the com- 
panies they are complaining that they are 
obliged to pay double what thev did be- 
fore, j 

"it is very unjust and unfair," said one 
of these complainants yesterday, "that 
where we had to pay only half a cent a 
pound for ice before we must pay a cent. 
The companies mav well keep the rate low 
on large lots, for they well know that the 
consumers of large quantit ies are few when 
compared with their small consumers. 
The result of this will be that many of us 
| will have to reduce our supply obe-half, 
but that will not affect the companies, as 
the? know, for they will still get wbatthey 
did before.'' 

The company men,' however, take a dif- 
ferent view of the matter. In speaking of 
the situation, Joseph Martin, superintend- 
ent of the National Ice Company, said : 
. It is time that this war was over. Ithasdone 
none of us any good. In fact, the companies 
hi re losing money in keeping up the competi- 
tion, f do not look upon the new schedule as 
an advance in prices. It is really a reduction 
j in some instances, and an. equalization all 
around. You see, while the war was on we 
were oil cutting prices— we had to meet compe- 
tition and hold trade-— and (he very fact that 
I holders of; stock in s ome companies had to lose 
! ihfir shares finder assessments proves that 
> there was no monev being made. Some con. 
beautifully j sumers Were paring one price and others an- 
other. That wa> not fair. Now there is but 
one price to everybody. * 

No, there is no combine between the com- 
panies. Our interests are hot thrown together. 
We have only concluded that for mutual pro- 
tection we must agree on a uniform price. 
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tain insurance bills: "If the insurance 
companies want bills passed or want bills 
defeated let them put up the stuff." 

Now certain threats are being bruited 
about that disclosures will be made be- 
cause of a failure to divide the spoils. 

Fred Hansted, commonly known as 
"Professor Young Dutchy," "who held the 
position of sergeant-at-afms to the Senate 
Committee on Public Morals, has talked a 
deal about town of late. He has referred 
to a Senatorial combine for .revenue, but 
the animus of his statement was directed 
against a single Senator. He made a state- 
ment to Attorney W. W\ Foote in the 

Presence of H. M. La Bue. foreman of the 
acramento Grand Jury, but it lacked cor- 
roboration., Mrs. Reina Le Ballister also 
made a statement to attorneys who have 
taken part in the investigation, but it was 
not a very strong one. 

The statements made by "Young 
Dutchy" about town are much stronger 
than those made in the office of the Piae- 
street attorneys, for as hedeclared, "I have 
not told La Bue half yet." 

He seems to think that Senator Seymour 
of San Bernardino owes him something, 
for the animus of his statement is directed 
against that legislator in connection with 
several bills, but with special reference to 
the pilot bill, which Senator Seymour in- 
troduced. This bill was in direct conflict 
with the Federal statutes,1or it exempted 
vessels built and owned on the coast from 
pilotage tolls, while the United States laws 
forbid any discrimination against the ves- 
sels owned or built in any State of the 
Union. I 

The bill in its introduction was some- 
what later than the hoarv cinch which 
Senator Toner introduced to regulate pilot- 
age^. ' ■-:'.■' - 

"Young Dutchy" implies that there w.is 
revenue in that bill. He declared that E. 
A. Phillips, ex-secretary of the Pilot Com- 
missioners, would corroborate his state- 
ment and declared that Mr. Phillips would 
make a statement in the office of a legal 
firm. He even made ah appointment for 
Phillips to come, but the atlornevs waited 
patiently for the ex-secretary to appear, 
but he did not materialize. 

Then the report grew that the ex-secre- 
tary of the Pilot Commissioners had gone 
to Alaska. This was hot true, for Mr. 
Phillips was on the streets last night. He 
made a statement, but it lends no strength 
to what "Young Dutchy" said, in fact its 
trend is directly against the claims of the 
sergeant-at-arms of the Committee on 
Public Morals. ■ \y 

The scene of the operations of the Sena- 
torial combine, if such existed, is laid in a 
brick lodging-house on K street, Sacra- 
mento, where Mrs. Reina Le Ballister 
lodged during a portion of the recent ses- 
sion of the Legislature. Certain residents 
of Sacramento and a married woman, a 
friend of Mrs. Le Ballister, figure in the 
story. ■ , 

The Grand Jury of Sacramento County 
may attach sufficient importance to the 
statements made by "Young Dutchy" 
and his associates to take up this thread 
of the investigation or they may not, be- 
lieving it to be a new scheme to extort 
revenue. 

Attorneys who have been concerned in 
the case seem to regard the evidence as 
insufficient to be of much practical value. 

It may be that Jerry Burke, ex-Director 
of the Board of Education, can be of as- 
sistance to the Grand Jury in its efforts to 
ferret out the truth, as he made an attempt 
to trap certain legislators who wete thought 
to be over-anxious for revenue, but as he 
himself declared yesterday, the attempt 
failed. It is represented that he was seek- 
ing to entrap some one who desired booty 
from the insuranoe companies, for it is 
known that representatives of the insur- 
ance corporations had such a plan Sug- 
gested to them to put an end for all time 
to the introduction of cinch bills aimed at 
their coffers by the use of a little whole- 
some exposure of the methods employed. 

Fred Hansted was seen by a Call re- 
porter in the Grand Hotel last night, and 
after considerable hesitancy told, so far as 
be thought advantageous to his side, the.

Fred Hansted has had peculiar legis- 
lative experiences, of which this is not the 
first.

He claims that 
Goucher did not ao all for him that he 
should in a financial way, but this did not 
deter him from a second legislative ex- 
perience, this time as the sergeant-at-arms 
of the Committee on Public Morals. 

Mrs. Reina Le Ballister declined to make 
a statement last evening. 

When E. A. Phillips, ex-secretary of the 
Pilot Commission, was seen last night he 
seemed surprised that he should in any 
way have been connected with the alleged 
non-division of spoils or with Fred Han- 
sted's fight with Senator Seymour, In 
fact he appeared quite ignorant 'that he had 
been in any way connected with the re- 
ported attempt at financial influence over 
the pilot bill. 

"1 have been out of town since Sunday," 
said he, "and it was only to-day that I 
learned of the complaints of Hansted as 
to the bills proposing amendments in pilot 
legislation. 

"I have only this to say : I went to Sacra- 
mento and did what I could to aid lecisla- 
tion in favor of the San Fransisco pilots— 
or, rather, to prevent legislation inimical 
to their interests. 

"My term of office as secretary of the 
Pilot Commissioners has just expired. 
During the four years of my service with 
that commission I was treated with es- 
pecial kindness and consideration by the 
pilots. 

"Knowing as I did, beyond the possi- 
bility of a doubt, that these pilots had for 
jery many terms been annoyed, harassed 
and generally vexed by what is known as 
'ciqch legislators,' I went to Sacramento 
with the definite idea of assisting in the 
prevention of the wholesale looting of these 
men. . ' 

"l am personally, and to a co siderable 
decree intimately, acquainted with every 
legislator interested in pilot measures, and 
also with every pilot in the San Francisco 
service. I know the pilots and I know 
their interests.'' 

"To your knowledge, Mr. Phillips, was 
anv money expended during the last ses- 
sion of tho Legislature by interested par- 
ties for the purpose of influencing legisla- 
tion ?" was asked. 

"I can say this to you positively," was 
the reply, "that not a five-cent piece of 
pilot money was expended during this last 
term of the Legislature for the purpose of 
preventing or aiding in any way whatever 
any legislation connected with the interests 
of the San Francisco pilots. So far as the 
differences between Hansted and Senator 
Seymour are concerned I know absolutely 
nothing." _____ 

BRINGS OUT OTHER SCANDALS, 

A Combination Formed to Get a Percentage 
on Certain Bills, 

SACRAMENTO, Cal., April 1.— Investi- 
gation of the pilot-bill combine, while 
not developed fully here, has brought out 
other scandals and rumors of scandals of 
like nature. Mrs. J. Collier, 612 K street, 
at whose lodging-house Mrs. Le Ballister 
stopped during the Legislature, says Mrs. 
Le Ballister claimed to be working in the 
interest of the pilot bill. She says: 

''She told me she expected several thou- 
sand dollars if the bill pas.-eti and that she 
and young Dutchy were working together. 
Several times she seemed disappointed 
that the money had not come. When the 
bill was beaten she said she would vet get 
the money, but not till she got to San 
Francisco. She always spoke as if the 
money was for herself and did not inti- 
mate she was to divide it with any one, 
unless young Dutchy. 

"She was constantly visited by gentle- 
men whom I did not know and often did 
not see. She seemed hard up, but paid her 
bill to roe, but said she could not ptiv her 
restaurant bill. She never said anvthing 
about any other bills. I'm sure she did 
not get her money while here." 

Young Dutchy has not been here for 
several days. Persons intimate with him 
say he claimed to have evidence against 
the combine to send them to the peniten- 
tiary, though his talk was Of that vague 
sort that no positive proof could have been 
made of H. Heclaimed that E. A. Phillips 
could tell the whole story. Dutchv said he 
had not got his money fur his work and ho 



depended upon Phillips for substantiation 
of his talk. ■ 

A party close to members of the Legis- 
lature, who claims he is not able at pres- 
ent to give absolute proof and hence with- 
holds his name, says the Conlin bill was 
believed to have been the most profitable 
to the combine. That bill was for the set- 
tlement of a suit against the city of San 
Francisco for work on public streets for 
$61,000. It is claimed that the combine 
was to get $30,000. . 

It was carried to a successful issue 
bv the unanimous request of the Board 
of Supervisors for Budd s signature to the 
bill. It will be remembered that he ex- 
pressed great regret in signing the bill and 
that it had the closest shave for a veto of 
any bill that was presented to him. He 
seemed to think it a cinch bill. Senator 
Mahoney was the father of the bill, but if 
it had depended on his importunities it 
would not have been signed, so the Gov- 
ernor said. 

In the manipulation of the pilot bill, the 
street railway bill and other cinch bills 
those in the other combine were to get 
from $500 to $1000 each, which is a small sum 
compared to the members of the combine 
of two years ago. The peculiarity of the 
operations of this combine was that no one 
member ever talked to more than one fel- 
low member. 

The propositions were passed along the 
line in this' way, and each reported back to 
the man from whom he had got his instruc- 
tions. So there was no chance to have a 
witness against any of them. 



TO PATROL BERING SEA, 



Outfitting of the Revenue Cut- 
ter Bear to Begin To- 
Morrow. 



The Perry on Her Way to the Coast 
to Join the Northern 
Fleet. 



The revenue cutter Richard Rush, which 
has been lying at Su.isalito during the 
winter months will haul over to this side 
to-morrow, and commence preparations 
for her cruise in northern waters. The 
Bear for years has been the punrdian angel 
of the whalers in the far north, and she 
will be found in the Arctic this year after 
the ice has begun to break up. In com- 
pany with the Richard Rush she will leave 
for the sound on the l'dh. The Corwin 
has already gone, and the Perry is ex- 
pected to arrive almost any day from the 
Central American coast. 

These four vessels will constitute the 
fleet which will patrol the whaling and 
sealing grounds this season, the Rush be- 
ing the flagship of t he fleet. All four will 
coal at the sound, and then proceed to 
Alaska, and thence to the Bering Sea. The 
Bear is expected to reach the Arctic about 
Julv. Several whalers having spent the 
winter in the ice their care will be the 
rejenue cutters' first duty. 

The Perry has never before been on this 
coast. She was ordered here from New 
York and has been proceeding along under 
a slow bell. She, with the Rnsh ami Cor- 
win, will look after Uncle Sam's interest 
in the neighborhood of the seal rookeries. 
In the latter part of the season, when tne 
sealing schooners cross over from Japan 
into the Bering Sea, the Bear will join the 
outfit, and this fleet is more feared bv 
poachers than the array of cruisers which 
were sent north last year. The cutters 
cover more ground and "get into more out- 
of-the-way hiding places where the larger 
vessels could never enter.
